Great llisappointment Felt by 
Many Over City Appro- 
‘priations, 


MANY BIG IMPROVEMENTS 
WERE LEFT IN THE LURCH 


Only Few Increases in Appro- 
priations, and They Were 
Small---$22,000 for Teachers’ 
Salaries Instead of $66,000. 
$5,000 to Start Improvements 
on Spring Street. 


The great week's session of tho 
finance committee of council ended last 
night at 8 o'clock There were some 
things the committee did, and there 
were a lot of things it didn’t do. Only 
a few departments got increases of ap- 
propriations, and the increases were 
Small, very small. 

There was a preacher who once had 
a deacon to hand his hat around among 
a miserly congregation. There wasn't 
a penny put into it, and he raised his 
hands to high heaven and exclaimed: 

“I thank God I got my hat back out 
of that crow#.” 

Moral? Well, read what the finance 
committee did—but do not blame it too 
much, for its members vow they did 
the very best they could. 

Some of the Appropriations. 

For a raise of salaries the public 
school teachers got a total of $22,000, 
when $66,000 was asked. 

Addede to this is $685 for an 
crease in administrative salaries. 

For the girls’ nighf schoo! $1,500 was 
appropriated. 

To begin the widening 
Street $2,000 was given. 

To extend St. Charles avenue $1,200 
was made available. and $1,200 was 
found to extend Guyton street. 

To pave North Boulevard with wood 
block. from Ponce de Leon venue to 
the railroad culvert. $4,750 was dished 
out. 

To pave Fraser street 
chert, $3,750 was given. 

To kill flies and mosquitoes next 
summer, $2,000 was provided, as was 
also $4,000 to pay for eleven more sani- 
tary carts and drivers, and $3.000 for 
three new street flushers. 

As a nucieus for the new school in 
the tenth ward, $5,000 was appropri- 
ated, and $1,000 was found to make the 
first payment on a fire engine lot {fn 
the same ward. 

To purchase the right of way for the 
Beliwood avenue viaduct, 
given. 

To begin the work of improving 
Spring street, $5,900 was appropriated. 
Lucky List Continued. 

Other things that the committee did 

were as follows: 

To build Jett street sewer, $2,509; 
to provide new are lights in the sev- 
eral wards, $4,800; to pay a note on 
new city hall, $25,900: to furnish the 
hall, $5,000; to improve Foundry and 
Magnolia streets, $1,000: to improve 
Jett street and Ponders avenue, $1,700: 
to make a driveway from West End to 
Grant Park, from Gordon street to 
Georgia avenue, $9,000: to extend 
Twelfth street, $3,500; build the 
Whiteford avenue underpass, $2,000: to 
pay salaries of assistant medical schoo, 
inspector and a nurse, $1,950; to raise 
the salaries of thirty-two detectives 
$5 a month; to pay for fifteen new po- 
lice-nen: to provide ror new auto fire 
engire for ninth ward, and to pay sala- 
ries of nineteen new firemen in the 
seventh and ninth wards; to heat the 
Auditorium, $7,000; to pay for ceiling 
the Armory, $900; to pay for an armor- 
er, $9990. 

Under the head of parks, the com- 
mittee used a pruning knife. It re- 
fused to raise the general manager’s 
salary from $1,800; it gave not a penny 
for Oakland City Park, other than to 
pay the balance due on the property: 
it gave nothing to Mims and Joyner 
Parks; it appropriated $4,000 for piay- 
grounds; it provided $4,000 for com- 
pleting the new building at Piedmont 
Park; and it gave Grant Park exactly 
what it had last year, $26,000. Notn- 
ing was given for a new cyclorama 
building, or for more animals for the 
zoo.- A salary of $1,200 was provided 
for an engineer for the parks. 

Streets Out 84,000. 

For the general improvements of all 
the streets in the city only $16,000, 
$4,090 less than last year, was appro- 
priated. “ 

“one of the clerks, known as 
“extra man,’ was cut out. 

Ir, the health department the salary 
of 3dr. J. P. Kennedy was increaseo 
from $2,750 to $3,000, and that of pr. 
Claude Smith from $2,000 to $2,750. 
For am cxtra plumbing inspector $850 
Was Biven. 

The tuberculosis hospital was given 
$10,000, provided the county furnished 
the other half, $10,000. 

In the building inspector's office §25 
a month was allowed extra for the sal- 
ary of Mr. Bowen, because he uses his 
Own hoise and buggy. 

The salary of the mayor’s stenog- 
rapher was increased from $900 to 
$1,050. 

The department of chief of construc- 
tion was given $40,000 with which to 
pay all of its operating expenses and 
salaries. 

To clothe the prisoners 
stockade $10,000 was provided. 

To maintain the Great White Way 
$10,800 was appropriated. 

The appropriation for the Tech was 
increased from $5,000 to $7,500. 

The Carnegie library was 
$5,000 for new books when§ it 
for $8,000.

WIFE PRAYED 10 GOD

Damaging Evidence Is Given 
Against Mrs. Schenk by the 
Detective Nurse Who At- 
tended Mrs. Schenk’s Hus- 
band at the Request of Lat- 
ter’s Relatives. 


Wheeling, W. Va., January 14.—Tes- 
timony to the effect that Mrs. Laura 
Farnsworth Schenk had offered her 
$1,000 to administer a poisonous pill 
to John O. Schenk while he lay ill at 
the North Wheeling hospital last No- 
vember, given today by Elanor 
Zoeckler,* a detective nurse, who had 
heretofore appeared in the public 
print as “Mrs. Klein, a professional 
nurse.”’ 

The Attempt to Bribe Nurse. 

The attempt to induce the “nurse’”’ 
to give the poison to Schenk, witness 
testified, was made while the two were 
Tiding in Mrs. Schenk’s automobile. 
Mrs. Schenk, declared Miss Zoeckler, 
said to her: 

““John treats me like a dog. When 
Miss Evans (another nurse in the 
Schenk case) calls up from the hos- 
pital and tells me that my husband is 
dead, I will be the happlest person in 
the world. I feel at times like I could 
kill that man.’ 

“"Why don’t you?’ I 
turned around and said: 

“*Well, you do itt for me.’ 

“*That is another thing,’ I told her. 

“"What will you take to give him 
a pill? she asked. 

"I will take $5,000,’ replied. ‘I 
need money awful bad. I have my 
mother and a child to keep.’ 

"Good Lord" replied Mrs. Schenk, 
‘IT haven’t $5,000, but I will give you 
$1,000 if you will make it that.’ 

‘“T told her that this was a very 
risky business for that small amount, 
but I finally agreed, if she would give 
me a paper in writing showing that 
she was to pay me the money as soon 
as she came into her widow’s rights. 

“Mrs. Schenk promised to give me 
the money, but objected to giving me 
written promise. She sald that 
would be dangerous. She also said 
she would get the ‘stuff’ and would 
bring it up to the hospital on the next 
morning. She wantad me to either 
give it to Mr. Schenk or to put it in 
his medicine which would be placed 
beside his bed so he could take it 
himself. 

Never Happy Until He's Dead. 

“How could you stand anything 
like that?’ I asked her ‘You would 
Know that you and I killed, him.’ 

“‘T will never be happy until that 
man is dead,’ she said. ‘If he dies I 
will wear a double veil go they can’t 
see me laughing behind it.’ 

“We agreed on the plan and 
said, ‘As soon as John is dead, 
me before you do the Schenks. If 
Albert Schenk knew about this he 
would be up to the hospital before I 
could cross the bPidge. And see that 
you get John’s keys for me.’ 

“Mrs. Schenk did not come to 
hospital next morning, which was No- 
vember 2, at the time she said she 
would. I called her up and asked her 
why she did not bring the ‘stuff.’ She 
sald she did not care to talk about it 
over the phone, and that she would 
be up later. When she came we went 
into a vacant room. I asked her why 
she had not brought the pill and she 
said she was afraid to; that she had 
tried to get the ‘stuff,’ though, but 
could not. 

Why She Was Afraid. 

“She said she was afraid because if 
John died suddenly, Albert Schenk and 
Dr. Haskins, John’s brother-in-law, 
would have the gtomach examined 
right away, and ‘then I would be sus- 
pected.’ ”’ 

The plan to poison Schenk, the wit- 
ness declared, was then dropped by 
Mrs. Schenk, whum she did not see 
for some time. The next time they

Washington, January 14.—Over 651 
per cent of the people of Ohio live in 
municipalities having a population in 
excess of 5,000. Statistics of the 
thirteenth census issued today show 
there are 82 of these municipalities—70 
cities and 12 villages. Their aggreate 
of almost two and a half million peo- 
ple increased 33.5 per cent.over their 
1900 population. The loss in rural pop- 
ulation, which in the decade of 1890- 
1900 was 17.1 per cent, continued 
through the last ten years to a lesser 
degree.

It was said that members of 
board had openly declared it 
would be impossible to take care of 
the city parks on the gmall amount of 
money given Yor that purpose, and 
that it might be better to quit than 
to make a failure. 

The finance committee gave nothing 
for the improvement of Mims park, 
Joyner park and Oakland City park. 
Nothing was given to buy new ani-| 
mals for the Gress zoo and no appro- 
priation was made for a new cyclo- 
rama building.

In fact, the appropriations for park 
purposes will be less than they were 
last year; although there are more 
parks to take care of and much work 
to be done. 

The committee, at one juncture, de- 
cided to leave off the superintendent 
of Piedmont park, Mr. Crist, who is 
said to be the most expert park man 
connected with the department. Later, 
however, he Was retnstated and his 
salary of $1,200 provided. 

Last year $58,000 was given for 
parks, and the board asked for this 
year $123,000.

It died of suffocation in the vest 
pocket of Braxton Bragg Comer, who 
will on Monday turn over the reins of 
office to Governor O’Neal. 

Future governors of Alabama will in 
all probability receive $7,500 a year 
for their services, but Emmett O'Neal 
will have to conduct the business of 
his office on a compensation of $5,000 
a year.

Action of Finance Committee 
Great Disappointment--Some 
Interesting Remarks Said to 
Have Been Made---Council- 
man Johnston to Lead Fight. 


The finance committee of councll 
gave the teachers in the public schools 
a raise, but it was only one-third of 
what was asked, The board of educa- 
tion requested that $66,000 be appro- 
priated with which to make the mini- 
mum salary of grade teachers $60, in- 
stead of $52.50, and the maximum sal- 
ary $85, instead of $65. 

The $22,000 provided by the finance 
committee will give the teachers a very 
small increase in salary, as a part of 
that money must go toward increasing 
the salarles of the administrative of- 
ficers ant }e principals. By the time 
the sattabell and principals are paid 
higher salaries, the small amount will 
be “eat up.” 
of $685 was made to help pay the in- 


crease of salaries for the adminis- 


trative officers. 

The small amount given by the fi- 
nance committee is a bitter disappoint- 
ment to the teachers, and they will 
probably feel more aggrieved when 
they hear some of the things that are 
said to have been said about them 
when the committee discussed the mat-

AS TOOL OF INTERESTS 


Cram Says Interests Already 
Have One New York Senator, 
and Asks Why They Should 
Have Two---Judge Alton B.

New York, January 14.—An attack 
from behind the lines on William F. 
Sheehan, one of the leading candidates 
for a seat in the United States senate, 
threw the whole battle front into con- 
fusion today, and there was no prospect 
tonight that. the situation would clear 
until Charles F. M@érphy. at Albany, 
saw fit to speak his mind. 2 

Murphy's friend and adviser, J. Sar- 
geant Cram, astounded politicians by 
a drive at Mr. Sheehan's record as 
sharp as it was unexpected. ! 

“The interests,” he said, “have one 
senator already, an@& should not have 
two.” 

As If to Confound Confusion. 

And, as if to confound confusion, he 
went on to praise Edward M. Shepard, 
of Brooklyn, the candidate for whom 
Mr. Murphy reported no sentiment ex-’ 
isted in “the organftation.”’ 

Just such an attack was not remem- 
bered by the oldest Tammany Hall 
retainers. What did it mean? Was ity 
revolt? Did Mr. Cram speak for him- 
self, or for Mr. Murphy indirectly? 
The answer seemed to lie in the activ- 
ity that followed. 

Former Judge Alton B. Parker, Mr. 
Sheehan's law partner, got wind of 
it in Esopus, his country place, and 
immediately put out a reply, in which 
he asserted that Mr. Sheehan, if elect- 
ed senator, would be as free “as God's 
free air.” 

Mr. Sheehan himself would make no 
comment. Mr. Murphy looked interest- 
ed, and thought it highly probable he 
might have something to say later. 

One Tammany senator and one Tam- 
many assemblyman came into the open 
against Mr. Sheehan. A third man, 
Senator Burt, of Erie, Mr. Sheehan's 
home county, sent out word that he 
might refuse to enter a party caucus if 
he had rgason to believe its determina- 
tions were cut and dried in advance. 

Votes Needed to Beat Sheehan. 

Tonight Mr. Cram, after watching 
the effect of his statement, began to 
speculate on just how many Votes the 
opposition needed to defeat Mr. Shee- 
han. He put the count at fourteen 
democratic votes. Governor Dix said 
nothing that could be taken as altering 
his expressed determination not to in- 
terfere, although he and Mr. Cram had 
a long conference.

Senator Terrell, when asked today 
about the interview with him appear- 
ing in The Atlanta Journal of Friday, 
relating to the suggested appointment 
of C. E. McGregor as postmaster at 
Thomson, Ge., gald: 


“My only surprise is that they 
should have waited so long before be- 
ginning to put out stories intended to 
injure, and, if possible, discredit me.” 


The interview purposed to give the 
attitude Senator Terrell would assume 
toward members of the lower house in 
regard to postoffice appointments. In 
this he was quoted as saying: 

“I am the boss here—I am the sena- 
tor, and they are representatives—and 
I will be governed by my own judg- 
ment in such matters.” 

Terrell Knocks Reporter. 

To The Constitution representative 
today, Senator Terrell said with a 
smile, on being told of the report: 


“That is a very mild perversion of 
my language, compared to what the 
gentleman who essayed to quote me is 
capable of making.’”’ 


Continuing, Senator Terrell said that 
since his entrance into the senaté and 
his appointment on the committee on 
postoffices and post roads he had con- 
 sultea with every member of the Geovi- 
gia délegation in regard to the con- 
firmation of postmasters in their re- 
spective districts.

Esopus, N. Y. January 14.—Word of 
J. Sargeant Cram's attack in New 
York today on William F. Sheehan as 
a representative of ‘the interests,’ 
drew an immediate reply tonight from 
ex-Judge Alton B. Parker, Mr. Shee- 
han’s law partner.

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CALDWELL’S DEA 
STORY OF LAST DRUCE TRIAL 
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New York, January 
Caldwell, the “ereat Amer | 
maker,” who figured as the principal 
witness in the famous Druce will case 
in Pngiand, ts dead here, after an ill- 
ness of more than two years. 

Caldwell died in the city insane 
asylum on Ward's island, on which he 
was admitted in 1909, suffering from 
an undefined mental and physical dis- 
ease, which many months ago left him 
a complete wreck, without hope of re- 
covery. 

Caldwell will rank 
most remarkable figure in one ot the 
greatest legal fights evee waged in 
the English courts. Born in Ireland 
in 1834, of parentage which he de- 
clined to discuss, he went to London 
when 19 years of age, and, according 
to ‘his own story, was for a time in 
the service of the Duke of Portland, an 
eceentric nobleman. Hie eame to New 
York in 1871 and obtained employment 
with A. T. Stewart, the great dry 
goods merchant. His connection with 
Mr. Stewart brought him more public- 
ity in after life, when he made affi- 
davits setting forth that the body of 
Mr. Stewart had _ been stolen ‘by 
ghouls, and also charging that Mr. 
Stewart's will had been forged in the 
interest of the devisees. 

Caldwell'’s Brain “Twisted.” 

According to the alienists who have 
been studying Caldweil’s mental eccen- 
tricities at Ward's island for the past 
two years, he was affected with a 
“twist” of the brain, which made him 
veritably a ‘second Baron Munchausen, 
differing only from. that celebrated 
character in that he believed all the fic- 
tions of his brain, strange and impossi- 
ble though they were. These were 
queer in many respects, but painfully 
punctilious and truthful in the orci- 
nury matters of life. 

Caldwell’s last appearance in public 
was in December, 1907. He had just

England. While the British authorities 
were arguing among themselves as to 
what steps to take against him, Cald- 
well slipped away from London and 
arrived unexpectedly in New York 
City on December 22. He was arrested 
immediately on a warrant sworn out 
by the British consul, charging him 
with wilful perjury in the Druce case; 
but. on account of his broken physical 
condition, the authorities here declined 
to allow his extradition, and, after 
various vicissitudes, he was commit 1 
to the Ward's island asylum. 

The story of the last Druce trial is 
still fresh in the public mind. 


Story of Last Druce Trial. 


It was early in 1907 that George 
Hollamby Druce, a grandson of 
Thomas Charles Druce, formerly owner 
of a bazar in Baker street, London, 
bewan an action to oust Lord Howard 
de Wilden from the property which his 
father had inherited from the fifth 
duke of Portland through the supposed 
failure of a direct line. The duke died 
in 1864, when Caldwell was in London, 
and this fact, it appears, was responsi- 
ble for the appearance of Caldwell In 
the suit as a witness. 

Ir this action Herbert Druce, a rela- 
tive of the claimant, testified that he 
was present at: the funeral of r. 
Druce, and that he saw the body in the 
coffin. George Hollamby Druce, there- 
upon caused the arrest of his kinsman 
for perjury, and it was at the trial of 
this case in London in November, 19907, 
that Caldwell re-entered the arena 
with as remarkable a story as ever 
was told on the witness stand. 

Caldwell testified that he knew both 
the duke and Druce, and that they 
were one and the same person. He sup- 
plemented this startling statement 
with another, to the effect that when 
Druce Was supposed to have died, his 
coffin was filled with lead and buried 
after a mock funeral, ia which the 


duke himsel¢ participated. He main-

RULES PRESCRIBED 
HOR PANAMA CANAL 


President Practically Made 
Over the 


Waterway. 


Supreme 


Washington, January 14.—A bill to 
provide for the operation of the Pan- 
ame canal, regulating the charges for 
the use of that waterway, and author- 
izing the establishment of dry docks, 
warehouses, ete... with ample facilities 
for furnishing supplies to craft, was 
introduced today by Representative 
Mann, of Illinois, chairman of “the 
house interstate commerce committee. 
The introduction of the bill followed a 
Bumber of conferences with the presi- 
Gent. 

The measure authorizes the president 
to prescribe and from timetotime re- 
adjust charges for the use of the canal. 
These are to be based upon re@istered 
displacement, cargo or other tonnage, 
and be not more than $1.50. nor less 
than 50 cents per net ton on registered 
tonnage, for vessels other than tnose 
owned by citizens of the United States 
and Panama. 

The rate is not to be less than the 
estimated proportionate cost of the 
actual operations of the canal, subject, 
however, to the United States Panama 
treaty of November 18, 1903, and the 
right of the United States to pass its 
°wWh vessels, troops, matérials, mer- 
hHandise and supplies, without the 

vment'‘of any charges.

At present the salaries of principals 
of eight-grade schools run from $1,000 
as a minimum to $1,250 as a maximum. 
For each additional grade the principal 
draws $2.50 per month. The requested 
raise carries with it increases which 
will make’ the’ principals’ salaries 
range from $1,200 to $1.400. 

The salaries of the grade teachers 
range from $525 to $685, while the de- 
sired increase will raise them so that 
they will range from $600 to $850. 

Requests Reasonable. 

It was the sense of the principals’ 
meeting that the desired increase is 
most reasonable, as is proven by the 
fact that if the increase is granted the 
teachers in the city will then be draw- 
ing exactly the same salaries paid them 
just thirty-nine years ago. They feel 
that they aren't asking anything in the 
shape of an increase based on the high- 
er cost of living, but simply to be put 
back on the same footing of the teach- 
ers of more than a quarter of a cen- 
tury ago. 

Another point made. in support of 
the contention that the desired increase 
is not unreasonable is the fact that the 
rnise, if aiven, will give local teachers 
only what those in the public schools 
of Dallas, Memphis and other cities 
of like size throughout the country are 
now drawing. 

When Salarics Were Cut. 

The process of cutting down the 
teachers’ salaries began as far back as 
1876, when from September of that 
year until January of the year fol- 
lowing the city cut off its appropria- 
tions entirely, and the teachers. while 
teaching in the public schoo! building's, 
received only pay from the state schoo! 
fund and a small tuition from the 
scholars. 

On July 3, 1878, all salaries over $5 
were cut 6 per cent.

London, January 14,—Although the 
recent plague scare here didn’t amount 
to much, beyond headlines as “scarey 
as a sedate English newspaper ever 

in, it drew 
caused that 
amd has resulted in some 
astonishing discoveries about him, af- 
fecting grain-produai countries in 
particular. So many villainies are now 
laid at the door of Mr. Rat that par- 
liament at its next session is to be 
asked to turn its attention from abol- 
ishing lords to abolishing rats. 

The chief enemy of the rat in Eng- 
land and probably in the world is that 
famous doctor, Str James Crichton- 
Browne, vice president of the Royal in- 
stitution, and incidentally fellow of 
the Academy of Medicine of New York. 
For many years he has devoted him- 
self to investigating and lecturing on 
subjects affecting the public health, and 
as president of the Society for the Dx- 


plague scare, 


termination of Vermin, he has come to, 


the conclusion that of them all the 
rat is the most objectionable. He is 
using all hig power and influence to 
bring about what he calls a national 
St. Bartholomew's Day for rats. 

“The rat is the criminal of the ani- 
mal world,” said Sir'-James to me. “He 
hasn’t the slightest redeeming feature. 
Almost every other beast or bird or 
insect, no matter how objectionable it 
may be, has some place in the scheme 
of nature, but as far as we can find 
out the rat fulfills no useful function 
at- all. He is purely a parasite and 
a most expensive and dangerous one.” 

What the Rat Costs. 

And if Hngland only realized what 
the rat is costing it there can be no 
doubt that the rat’s St. Bartholdmew’s 
Day would come with the least possible 
delay. Sir James has made a most in- 
teresting calculation showing what he 
costs the British grain grower alone. 
By careful experiments .in feeding 
caged rats he has learned that, in or- 
der that he may not turn cannibal and 
eat his fellows, the rat must have at 
least one cent’s worth of grain a day. 
To be on the safe side he takes it 
that each wild rat in England eats 
about half that quantity of grain. Com- 


| petent authorities have estimated that 


there is at present at least one rat to 
each cultivated acre in the kingdom. 
There are 40,000,000 cultivated acres, 
so that the calculation furnishes us 
With the astonishing total of about 
$79,000,000 a year which England pays 
for the privilege of feeding rats on 
grain alone. No account is taken in 
this calculation of the other damage 
Which they do. For instance, one 
Ww holesale dry goods man wrote a short 
time ago to the Society for the Exter- 
mination of Vermin that rats had got 
into his warehouse and destroyed silk 
worth $400 in one night They enter 
brick drains and eat through their 
sides into buildings, putting house- 
holders to untold expense for repairs. 
They destroy eggs and young chick- 


foul thousands of tons of food which 
they do not eat. It would probably be 
no exaggeration to put their cost‘ to 
England at three times Sir James’ fig- 
ure. 

When parliament meets again Sir 
James is hopeful that sOme national 
action may be taken to deal with this 
Plague. It is obvious that a small 
fraction of one year’s rat bill would be 
Sufficient fo reduce the plague to a 
minimum for even Sir James is con- 
Vinced that we can’t exterminate the 
rat. So long as ships come to Eng- 
land fresh immigrants arrive, and even 
the most stringent precautions will 
not prevent some of them landing. 


The Rat Most Cunnbing. 

“The rat is the most cunning animal 
alive,” he said. “The usual method 
of preventing him from coming ashore 
is to fix on all thé hawsers connecting 
a ship with the land traps in the shape 
inverted cones. The idea igs that 
the rat running along the rope will 
run his head into this and be unable 
to get further. But I saw a photo- 
graph not long ago showing a rat in 
the act 
traps. The cunning old beast probabiy 
had been checked once, and had gone 
Dack to try again. 

“Then yOu must remember that un- 
der favorable conditions one pair of 
rats will produce 800 descendants in 
one year. They have four to six lit- 
ters, each numbering from eight to a

One owl’ will ac- 
count for twenty rats in one night and 
the damage that it does to €ame ig in- 
finitesimal. Weasels, stoats and al! 
other enemies of the rat must be en- 
couraged. , 

“As an example of what can be done 
[ may mention an experiment we made 
an the tsiand of Little Cumbra -in the 
It was infested with rats, but 
it was cleared abgolutely.

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HEORY OF TARIFF-MAKING 


AND NEED OFA COMMISSION 


the United States is lagging behind’ 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, January 14.—(Special.) 
The president of Cornell university, Dr. 
Jacob Gould Schurman, is to be cred- 
ited with probably the most interest- 
ing. clear-cut and scholarly statement 
of the theory of tariff-making and the 
Prospects ahead of the advocates ofa 
tariff commission, of any man who 
addressed the association at its con- 
vention here this week. 

Being guided in his remarks by the 
motto of the association, that a theory 
and not a tariff schedule was the ob- 
ject of the gathering, he discussed the 
commission idea in the light of tariff 
history and present day popular opin- 
fon. He vindicated the wisdom of the 
committee on speakers who had se- 
cured him for an address, and his ad- 
dress emphasized the fact that the 
Place to go for the development of a 
theory and an exposition of the sci- 


ence of governmen,s is to the inmate 
of college w : 


Dr. Schurman is something of a 
business man himself, compact, posi- 
tive, younger than one would imagine 
him to be, with an incisive manner of 
speaking, faintly resembling’ that of 
Colonel Roosevelt, and with the ability 
to carry conviction to the minds of his 
hearers. 

A commission of men having the 
knowledge of economics possessed by 
the present head of the tariff board, 
and the judicial wisdom of the chief 
justice of the United Mates, who 
could give congress “an accurate, veri- 
fied, systematic knowledge of facts.” 
That is what is needed, he said, for a 
scientific tariff revision. 

The speaker pointed out that the 
commission might not accomplish all 
thet was hoped for it, because there 
were questions of policy and personal 
interest which must be solved outside 
of this labor. But he thought the 
work of a commission wou!d go far to 
prevent the making of tariff sched- 
ules by “partisanship, by prejudice, by 
passion, by log rolling, by tricks, and 
by ‘jokers.’ ”’ 

The address is worthy the careful 
perusal of every man who delights 
in a calm, intelligent, informative dis- 
cussion of a man of the widest public 
interest. 

Expert Advice in Modern Basiness. 

Dr. ‘Schurman said: 

“IT have long been in favor of an in- 
dependent and permanent tariff com- 
mission. In my business [I am aceus- 
tomed to get facts from experts, and 
1 have long been comvinced that con- 
gress would be at a great advantage 
in considering tariff legisiation if it 
had the benefit of expert advice, such 
as the managers of our large business 
concerns have today in the conduct of 
their business. 

“I recognize, however, that while ex- 
perts may present the facts and make 
suggestions on the basis of these faccs, 
it rests on the responsible heads of 
business concerns to determine the poli- 
cies they shal] pursue in connection 
with those facts. Similarly, a com- 
mission of tariff experts, while pre- 
senting invaluable facts to congress, 
cannot, in any sense, even if the con- 
stitution permitted it, supersede con- 
gress itself. 

“Suppose all the facts were as<cer- 
tained regarding the cost of production 
of commodities at home and abdroad; 
the fundamenta! question of policy 
would still remain,,how far it was de- 
sirable to encourage domestic pro- 
ducers to engage in the manufacture 
ef articles in which they are unable 
to meet foreign competition without 
protection of 50, 100, 500 or 1,000 per 
vent. Even with a complete statistical 
report of the tariff commission before 
us we should still have on fundamental 
economic policy free traders, moderate 
protectionists, and extreme protection- 
jats.”” 

View of High Tariff Extremists. 


Disclaiming any attempt to criticise 
the men who had framed the Payne- 
Aldrich tariff law, he said it was a 
matter of common knowledge that the 
law had not given satisfaction, and 


continves: 

“Senator Aldrich stated in the course 
of the debates on the Payne tariff act 
that he would vote as cheerfully for a 
duty of 390 per cent as for 50 per cent, 
if the larger duty were necessary to 
equalize the conditions of production 
at home and abroad. And in order to 
make the United States independent 
of foreign producers some Oowher ex- 
treme protectionist might be ready to 
vote for a duty of 3.000 per cent. And 
their attitude would not be affected 
one iota by the findings of a tariff 
commission. On the other hand, the. 
free trader would continue to insist 
that America should produce the com- 
modities for which the conditions were 
favorable and permit other countries 
to supply us. with those commodities 
for which their conditions were more 
favorable. While the extremeé protec- 
tionist assumes that it is advantage- 
eus fer this country to produce any- 
thing and everything that she needs, 
the free trader is willing to let o 
rest of the world sipply us with a 
those commodities which we are oe 
able to produce at home, without — 
artificial stimulation of a protective 
tariff. So. too, the moderate ph 9 
tionist will adhere to his own policy 
even when he has before him eon 
port of the tariff commission xiving 
the comparative cost of production of 
commodities at home and abroad. 

The Cost of Living Question. 3 

‘What 1 have been atating Is that 
a mere statistical! knowledge of the 
eomparative cost of production at home 
and, abroad is not a sufficient equip- 
ment for the making of a tariff or the 
eriticism of one when. made, aisha’ 
fetermining factor is. the need ) 
keeping the cost ef living low. Still 
another is the desirablity tn a mMmanu- 
facturing community of having raw. 
materials enter free of duty. Yet 
another which may be mentioned is 
the desirability of reciprocal relations 
with other countries. And underlying 
all is the question, how far a country 
shoyld aim to produce all commodities 
for itself, and how high duties it 
should bear—whethef up to a hundred 
per cent or up to a thousand per cent 
__to bring about that result. 

“In view of these controlling con- 
siderations it must be recognized that 
a tariff commission can never take 
the place of congress, who voice the 
people’s judgment on all these funda- 
mental questions, and the findings of 
a tariff commission can never alone 
furnish a ‘scientific solution’ of the 
tariff question or ‘take the tariff out 
‘¢ politics.’ ”’

In the first place, 
in this age and’country ef specializa- 
tion and expert service it is astonish- 
ing to recal] that the congress of the 
United States does not enjoy the ad- 
vantages which are possessed by the 
heads of our great industria! and other 


organizations. 
congress the power of levying a on 
imports for the purpose of providing 
a national revenue, and the use of this 
power for the purpose of protection 
to industries has been declared by the 
supreme court also to’ be constitu- 
tional. This is a power of tremen- 
dous reach, and in exercising it congress 
may enrich or ruin individuals and 
communties, and set up or pull down 
industries. Yet vast and unrestrained 
as the authority of congress its, up to 
this time it has exercised it in almost 
complete ignorance’ of the economic 
facts and interests involved. 


Tariffs by Log-Rolling. 


“Tariffs have been made by par- 
tisanship, by passion, by logrolling, 
by tricks ang ‘jokers.’ It-is now pro- 
posed that a tariff commission as in- 
dependent and judicial as the supreme 
court shall furnish congress with im- 
paftial and exhaustive tnformation on 
the subject of the tariff. 

“The business of the commission will 
be to furnish congress with informa- 
tion regarding the nature of tariff 
legislation and the industrial effect 
of each schedule. Other ocountriea, 
notably Germany and Austria, have 
trained government officials with 
permanent tenure of office, who devote 
themselves exclusively to such tariff 
investigations, an@d who have now be- 
hind them an accumulated experience 
of many fruitful years. In the United 
States we need a comnmiission who shall 
not only make up so far as possible 
for the lost time which Germany and 
Austria have saved, but who shall 
vear in and vear out devote them- 
selves without fear or favor, with no 
motive but a disinterested desire to 
obtain the truth, to the ascertainment 
of the facts regarding the cost of pro- 
duction of commodities at home and 
abroad and other information regard- 
ing each article in the tariff, which 
in the language of President Taft shal! 
have the effect for the intelligent 
reader of ‘translating the tariff into 
English.’ 


An Indispensable Factor. 


“This information by itself,asT have 
already said, will not be a sufficient 
equipment for the making of a tariff, 
because behind these facts are theories 
regarding the functions of government 
in relation to the industries of* the 
country. But if this detailed statis- 
tical information, which only a com- 
mission of tariff experts can furnish, 
is not in itself sufficient for the mak- 
ing of a tariff, it is an absolutely in- 
dispensable factor. As Mr. Mmery. the 
chairman of the present tariff board. 
has happily said, “A sound tariff judg- 
ment can not be formed without de- 
statistical] knowledge.’ And, 
again, ‘Without judgment statistics 
are useless, without statistias judg- 
ment ig unreliable.’ 

“Let me. point out some ways in 
which the work of a tariff board or 
commission, {s absolutely essential at 
the present time. There is a genera! 
feeling that the Payne tariff is at dif- 
ferent points unnecessarity high, that 
it abounds in inconsistencies, that its 
Ciassifications are faulty, and that it 
contains blunders which were due to 
ingenious devices and ‘jokers’ of which 
the framers of the law were them- 
Selves unconscious. How, I ask. are 
these evils to be remedied” Scarcely 
anyone in the country except profes- 
sors of economics and finance has an 
intimate and detailed acquaintance 
with the tariff. The best informed 
amongst us has only a general impres- 
Sion that it is unsatisfactory. Few of 
us have the time, and Still fewer the 
necessary ability and training. to make 
@n independent study of. the tariff 
And even if we did so, how little 
weight would the conclusions of pri- 
vate individuals have in a country of 
nearly a hundred million people? 


Scientific Tariff Wanted. 


“But a special governmental}

Duty and Price. 

“It is widely assumed that any re- 
duction in a duty would entail a cor- 
responding reduction in the price of 
the article. This may be said to be 
the view of the general public. Yet 
economic tie ety who are not pro- 
tectionists, lave demonstrated, over 
and over again, that such a reduction 
of duties would not make possible a 
general lowering of prices. On this 
matter, too, the findings of the tariff 
commission would be of inestimable 
value. They would have a wider cir- 
culation than the writings of econo- 
mists, and their conclusions would he 
. the public as authorita- 
tive so long at least as the commission 
retains the high scientific character 
which now 
the present tariff board. Finally. the 
public and politicians have very gen- 
erally assumed that the economic 
prosperity or adversity of the countrv 
depended on the tariff. This belief no 
doubt is due to the circumstance that 
in the absence of larger and more 
vital issues, the tariff for very many 
years has played a very large part in 
the politics of our country. But stu- 
dents recognize—ano a tariff commis- 
sion woul undoubtedly agree with 
them-—-that this great country could 
prosper under mt protective tariff or 
no protective tariff. The sources and 
the guarantees of our prosperity are 
this continental domain with its varied 
and inexhaustible regources, the en- 
ergy and intelligence of the American 
people, the industry and skill of our 
wage-earners, the enterprise and 
mene, of our great industrial |éad- 
ers and financiers, and the institutions 
of education, which keep the mind and 
heart and conscience and civic sense 
of our people sound, alert and vigor- 
ous.”

Upon examination, 
the voung lady found that the inside 
part of each button was composed of a 
seed. She took the seeds out and 
planted them the next spring. They 
came up, anda beautiful flower ‘« n- 
ed each plang. fifteen or sixteen 
years, each fall, this young lady gath- 
ered flowers as a reward for her work 
and diligence.

This money which the state of Maine 
had given out to,her citizens hal 
come from an amount which the con- 
gress of the United States had seen 
proper. to distribute in each state, in 
sums proportioned. to the population 
of the state. 

History of the Distribution, 

The history of this distribution. 
follows: 

In the early part of the ninete nth 
century, the federal governmei.t got 
rich, and began to feel good-natured-— 
almost too good-natured. The war of 
1812-1815 was over; there was nothing 
more to fear from English aggression, 
and a boom era-—-or, more properly, 
a period of natural expansion--set iv. 
Cities and towns sprang up; industry 
and commerce awoke; there was money 
a-plenty in thé@land, and a golden tide 
poured into the treasury of the United 
States. The national debt of $125,- 
000,000 was practically cancelled; nd 
by the ist of January, 1837, there 7as 
more money in the treasury than the 
government knew what to do with. 
Forty millions of doljars 
able—and there was nothing to spend 
them on. 

Imagine that—forty millions, and no 
takers. Our ancestors were a frugal 
people, and that seemed an awful lot

Deposited 

With this awful burden of 
hanging over them the wise in 
Washington were very much puzzled 
to know what to do with it. After dis- 
cussing many plans they finally de- 
cided to deposit this amount with eihe 
treasurers of the different states, to 
be paid back in future on call,’ So the 
amount was proportioned and sent out 
to the different states, taking a re- 
ceipt for these amounts from the treas- 
urers of the states.

RATE EXPERT QUITS 
FOR BETTER. WORK 


George F. Montgomery 
Resigns After Long 
Service. 


George F. Montgomery, rate expert, 
and one of the most highly-valued as- 
Sistants of the state railroad commis- 
sion, has tendered his resignation to 
the commission, effective March 1. 

Mr. Montgomery's resignation has 
been regretfully accepted by the com- 
mission, as he has been of inegtimable 
service to that body in the investiga- 
tion of all matters dealing with freight 
and passenger rates in Georgia. 

Mr. Montgomery has been associated 
with the railroad commissionefor four- 
teen years, having first started as a 
clerk in the office, and his resignation 
will become effective on the fourteenth 
anniversary of his connection with the 
commission. 

The resignation of the rate expert is 
prompted by a more lucrative position 
with the McNeel Marble Company, of 
Marietta, which he has already accept- 
ed, and since Marietta is his home 
town, he believes that the inducements 
offered by the new position are supe- 
rior to those offered by the position of 
rate expert of the railroad commission.

“The vast armaments tend to 
mote a spirit of rivalry among fna- 
tions to excel each other,” said Mr. 
Tawney. “When it was heralded 
about the world that England had 
launched a battleship of 18,000 tons, 
3,000 tons in excess of our largest bat- 
tleship, it seemed advisabie to sub- 
mit a supplemental estimate for. a 
20.000-ton battleship. As a conclu- 
sive argument in support of the au- 
thorization of such a ship our chief 
executive at that time (Theodore 
Roosevelt). said to me, ‘I want to be 
able to say when I go out of office 
that | have authorized the construc- 
tion of the biggest battleship the 
world has ever seen. Although. con- 
gress at that time did nothing mors 
than authorize the preparation of 
plans for a battleship of that size, at 
its next session, under the pressure 
of a manufactured Japanese war scare, 
it provided for the ships. But before 
the adjournment of congress, England 
laid the keels of two 23,000-ton 
dreadnoughts, and in order to gratify 
an ambition to excel England, con- 
gress authorized the construction of 
two battleships of 26,000 tons’ dis- 
placement.” 

Cast of Armed Peace. 

Mr. Tawney’'s subject was “The Cost 
of Armed Peace.” 

“Instead of being a guarantee of 
peace,” he said, “great armaments are 
a continual menace to peace. They 
are a continual temptation to war. 
And they are wholly unnecessary.” 

The. steamship and railroad com- 
panies have narrowed the world to a 
neighborhoad, he added, and the com- 
mon life led by all nations'=render 
belligerency between governments 
suicidal. 

"With the nations of the earth 
agreeing to our rules of neutrality, 
the fortification of the canal would be 
not only unnecessary, but a _ crime 
against civilization and a criminal ex- 
penditure of the people’s money,” said 
Representative Foster. 

Mr. Foster argued that if future 
generations must bear the burden of 
maintaining the canal, it was right 
that they should be considered in the 
fortification problem. The revenues of 
the canal were doubtful, he believed, 
in view of the railroad across the 
isthmus of Tehuantepec, already a 
“Strong and sucessful competitor.” 

The initial cost of , fortifications 
would be $50,000,000 he though, and 
maintaining them $5,000,000 annually 
would be expended, adding to the per- 
petual burden which the fortifications 


would impose. 

Mr. Foster further declared fortifi- 
cations established at great cost might 
prove utterly useless in a few years in 
view of aviation development. 

“Within a decade,’ he said, “it will

~ AT HOMOSASSA 


Unusual Experiences of 
Atlanta Fishermen. 


Biggest Catch Ever. Known in 
History of Club---Henry Du- 
rand’s Narrow Escape---How 
Ed Peters Found Watch Lost 
Two Years Ago. 


Homosassa, Fla., January 14.—(Spe- 
cial by Wireless.)——Not in the history 
of fishing has so remarkable a streak 
of luck crowned the efforts of Isaac 
Wakton, as has ben the lot of the 
Homosassa tourists this week. The 
biting is fine; bait is plentiful. 

Already ‘more than 800 barrels of 
fish have been taken from the gulf and 
packed down; old-time fishermen say 
if the Atlanta crowd stays here much 
longer the waters of the gul¢ will be 
exhausted, and their trade gone. 

A notable deficiency of several! finches 
in the rise of the tide today is ascribed 
to the quantities of fish the Atlantans 
have removed from the sea. 

It should* be remarked, of course, 
that they only’go in for the large ones. 

And thereby hangs a tale. The other 
dey, as John Berkele was pulling in 
his ninety-third eatch, after an hour 
and forty minutes of fishing, it was 
noted that there was a considerable 
flurry in the water about the boat. It 
Was apparent that he had hold of 
rather a tough customer, but it was 
difficult to account for the commotion 
except on the theory that a school of 
fish had surrounded the hook, and com- 
petition was keen. Finally he landed 
what was undoubtedly an 80-pound 
sheephead, and, as he hauled it over 
the side, a perfect cloud of fish appear- 
ed in the air, a dozen or more smaller 
ones falling into the boat and nearly 
swamping it. An examination of the 
catch proved it to be an old “bell 
weather,” which the others sought to 
follow through force of habit. 

The Only Near Accident. 

Outside of the loss of a couple o 
jugs of valuable bait from a boat oc- 
cupied by H. Y. McCord, Judge E. C. 
Kontz and George Muse, there has 
been, so far, only one near accident 
during this season's piscatorial effort. 

As Henry Durand was doing his best 
yesterday to land a 129%-pound red 
snapper, considered an unusually large 
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fish of this brand, the finny one made 
remarkable leap, going over 
and almost encircling the boat. 
Strangely enough, the line became en- 
tangled and entwined about Mr. Du- 
rand’s legs, and just at that moment 
the fish, having reached the water 
again, gave a sudden jerk, which would 
have carried the well-known Atlantan 
from the boat into the gulf had it not 
been for the strong arm of Charley 
Currier, which caught and held him 
just in time to save him from the 
watery deep. 

Today what seems to be an explana- 
tion of the incident was. found when 
What was, undoubtedly, the same fish 
felt for Dr. Scott's hook and was land- 
ed after a siruggle. Securely fasten- 
ed in his gills was found a tag in- 
“Durand’s Depot Restaurant.” 
But the still unsolved mystery is, how 
he escaped after being s6 tagged. 
Members of the Atlanta party regard 
it as a remarkable instance of piscato- 
rial. perception, and a long-nurtured 
and deep-rooted desire for piscatoria) 
revenge. 

Te the Practiced Eye. 


After an hour's effort this morning, 
Dr. Floyd McRae, who wae out with 
Dr. Phinizy Calhoun, succeeded in land- 
ing a huge 219-pounde tarpon which 
came pretty near bein the record 
catch of the week. His experienced 
eye at once told him that something 
was wrong.

Chicago, January 14.—Golf players 
of the United States may go right on 
playing with such .golf clubs as they 
see fit. The United States Golf Asso- 
ciation, at its annual meeting here to- 
night, adopted a resolution which re- 
ceived the approvai of a large share of 
the members failing fo uphold the ban 
of the royaland ancient club of St. An- 
drews, Scotland, against the center- 
shafted putter, Known as the Schenec- 
tady putter. 

The resolution held that the form 
and make of a golf club should not be 
a matter of rules in this country, and 
that no club except real mallets 
should be barred from American 
greens, 

The question of approving or dis- 
agreeing with the St. Andrews ruling 
was the chief question’ considered by 
the association, 

The award of the championships for 
1911 also proved interesting. The na- 
tional amateur championship, the 
tourney for which the greatest con- 
test was waged, was awarded the Apa- 
wamis Golf Club, of Rye, N. Y.. the 
Deal Golf Club and the Philadelphia 
Club being its chief contestants. 

The national open championship 
went to the Chicago Golf Club. The 
national woman’s championship went 
to the Baltusrol Club, of New Jersey.

‘Opinion Divided As to 
the Good or Bad 
Effects. 


By James Dockerall. 

New York, January 14.—(Publ hers’ 
Press Special.)—Opinion is divided as 
to whether or not the big European de- 
mand for our high-bred horses is a 
good thing for American racing and 
trott'ng interests. There is an ele- 
ment here who blame anti-track leg- 
islation for the heavy exportation of 
American horses.

higher averagé prices than former rec- 
ords will show. Expert certificates, 
issued by David Bonner, show that the 
high-water mark bas been reached, and 
that the number taken away is more 
than 200. In some points the_exports 
during the year just closed differ from 
those of former years, the chief feature 
being that, while previously, as a rule, 
foreigners aimed to buyf/ the best in 
point of fast records arfd fashionable 
breeding, this year’s standard-bred 
horses and inares of so-called ordinary 
classes have found their way to for- 
eign countries. 

Some foreign nations 
did not cut a prominent figure in our 
horse market. came over during the 
past year and carried away in larger 
number than aver before, notice- 
able among them being the Cape of 
Good Hope and Australia, that together 
have taken away nearly 109 head. 

The standard-bred horses exported 
are trotters exclusively, with two ex- 
ceptions, and all either stallions 
mares. Judged—by the quality of the 
stock sought by foreign buyers. it is 
apparent that, while speed 
was the main attraction, the 
breeding and raising norses of their 
own is now of chief nw of breeders in 
others countries, consequently breed- 
ing stock will be in greater demand 
in the future. 

The foreign buyers are posted upon 
breeding lines. and pedigrees of our 
trotters is demonstrated by the selec- 
tions they have made, and the fact that 
they have commenced buving voung 
stock is an indication that the valu. of 
the American standard-bred horse for 
the improvement of their respective 
horse stock is now fully appreciaed 

Among the horses taken out of $ 
country are several as fast and fash- 
fonably bred young stallions as former 
Iv, and now that the aay has arrived 
when mares of high breeding are be 
ing brought to evport in large numbers, 
and apparently at a brisk demand. the 
oft-discussed question. whether we can 
stand the constant drain without in- 
juring our breeding operations in he 
future. is once more brought to the 
attention of thinking breeders of the 
country in a most forcible maner. 

When foreigners took away a large 
number of our trotting stallions and 
comparatively few mares, our breeder 
did not see much danger, although w° 
have sold stallions which should have 
never left this country; but now that 
mares of such breeding as we need to 
and improve our horse stock 
are going in large numbers, the export 
question takes a serious aspect, in 
spite of the fact that the returns 1h 
cash to producers are large and 
tempting.

When fully mob- 
ilized she can put into the fleld 990,000

Landwehr, Landsturm and supplement- 
ary reserves. The latter two forces 
are mostly available only for defence 
against an invader. Italy’s fully mob- 
ilized force runs to 780,000 men, with 
a second line og defense about as 
strong as aAustria’s. On paper the 
Italian fleet is th estronger. It counts 
eleven battleships afloat and four 
building. Two of the battleships are 
over twenty years old and may be left 
out of the account. Italy has nine 
armored cruisers. Austria's fleet con- 
sists of ten battleships afloat and two 
building, all of pre-dreadnaught type; 
and there are two dreadnaughts under 
construction, and two more planned. 
Experts cast doubt on the efficiency of 
Italy’s armed forces; with many, Aus- 
trian superiority is a dogma, inherited 
from the ignominious Italian defeats 
by Austria on land and sea at Cus- 
tozza and Lissa. Since those battles 
Italy has fought only with the Abys- 
Sinijan Emperor Menelik, and then 
with disastrous resuits. Italy’s one 
great asset is her homogeneous popu- 
lation; but she can also count on help 
from the Austrian-Itallans; and there 
is always a chance that race dissen- 
sion might make military successes by 
Austria fruitless. The war for Italy 
is none the less a risky gamble, which 
may lead to disaster. 

That will not prevent the war break- 
ing out. That, at least, is Vienna’s be- 
lief, and that is why the Vienna cabi- 
net wants to afm regardless of ex- 
pense. The only question is when the 
struggle will come. That depends 
upon Italy. Austria’s interest is to de- 
lay to complete her dreadnaughts and 
to strengthen her army. Italy’s fnter- 
est is rather to hasten the issue. That 
being s0, nO man can say that a fron- 
tier dispute or some question of the 
treatment of Italians in Austria will 
not soon drive the government of 
Rome to make the perilous plunge.

Senator Says Proposition to 
Elect United States Senators 
by Direct Vote Means the 
Annulment of the Fourteenth 
Amendment. 


Washington, January 14.—(Special.) 
That the addition of an amendment to 
the constitution providing forethe elec- 
tion of United States senators by a di- 
rect vote of the people, as proposed 
in the resolution now before congress, 
may annul the fourteenth amendment 
and make constitutional the state laws 
in the south disfranchising the negro, 
is the statement made by Senator De- 
pew in an interview today. 

“The joint resolution now before the 
senate,’’ said Senator Depew, “for the 
election, of United States senators by 
the people, fixes the qualifications of 
electors to vote for United States sena- 
tors in this language: ‘The electors 
in each state shal] have the qualifica- 
Lions requisite for electors of the most 
numerous branch of state legislatures;'’ 
in other words, shall be fixed by the 
State legislature. 

The Goarantee to Negroes, 

“The fourteenth amendment guaran- 
teed to the negroes the right to vote 
and the southern states, by various de- 
vices, have disfranchised them. Take 
Mississippi, for instance. With 1,800,- 
000 people, it casts on an average, I 
think, from 60,000 to 80,000 votes only. 
Under this resolution, allowing, by | 
constitutional amendment, the state /| 
to fix the qualifications of electors, | 
it repeals the fourteenth amendment, | 
which says that every citizen 21 years 
old, who has not engaged in the re- 
bellion, and has not committed a crime, 
Shall be entitled to vote. 

“My proposition is that the quolifica- 
tion of the electors for United States 
Senators and congressmen, shall 
uniform in each state, and that 
gress shall make laws to see that the 
votes are properly registered and | 
counted. When 1 offered this amend- | 
ment to this same resolution in the 
committee on privileges and elections, 
six years ago, it was adopted by unan- 
imous vote of the republicans. Then | 
the democratic senators who had been | 
vigorously, and with a zx00d deal of 
temper advocating the Mann amend- 
ment said that if the negroes were to 
be permitted to vote. they did not want 
the election of United States senators - 
by the people, and would not have It. 
They killed the resolution. 

“AS an indication of the change of 
sentiment in regard to this disfran- 
chisement of negroes in the south, [ 
got only 1 vote besides my own to 
my amendment in committee the | 
other day. 

To Repeal Fourteenth Amendment, 

“Now it becomes one of the most in- 
teresting question’s, wherein six years’ 
Sentiment has so changed that repub- 
licans from northern states are willing 
in order to get the election of sena- 
tors by the people to practically repeal 
the fourteenth amendment and allow 
the states, by a constitutional pro- 
vision, to disfranchise forever i:e@ : :- 
gTro vote. 

“The south has been endeavoring, by 
various processes, to repeal the amend- 
ment. They have nullified it, but they. 
always have been afraid that the su- 
preme court of the United States 
might declare that nullification expe- | 
diencies were unconstitutional. 

“Now, under the guise of securing 
the election of United States senators | 
by the people, they virtually secure | 
an amendment to the constitution, un- 
der which, in their states, one-half 
or more of the people can be perma- 
disfranchised and denied the 
In other words, the election 
of United States senators by the peo- 
ple means that some of the people | 
Shall not vote, and they will be barred 
by constitutional authority.”

The great im- 
perial government of the British em- 
pire also tries to squeeze a little bit 
extra out of the unfortunate tax- 
payer when it can. The income tax 
law provides for a number of exemp- 
tions, but it is so involved that only 
an expert can understand it, and if 
the puzzled taxpayer appeals to a col- 
lector or surveyor for help he is told 
that the official’s business is to get all 
the money he can and not to help any- 
one to reduce his tax bill. Moreover, 
it seems to be his business to try on 
extra charges. I have before me an 
income tax bil} sent after receipt of a 
perfectly straightforward return to 
which the sum of $25 had been added 
without rhyme or reason. When the 
texpayer called at the collector's office 
to ask what this meant he was met 
with the bland statement, “Oh, we 
often add a bit like that, and some- 
times people pay up and take no no- 
tice of it.”” The theory seems to be 
that thev sometimes catch people who 
have understated their income ang are 
afraiq to protest. but it is admitted 
that they also catch a great many who 
are careless or unfamiliar with the in- 
tricacies of taxation methods and 
think they have to pay. 

And then if one discovers that he 
has paid too much by inadvertance it 
is more trouble than the money is 
worth ae a rule to get it back from 
the treasury. One would think that 
the great British government would 
make it easy for the taxpayer to get 
back what belonged to him: but no. 
one must hire an expert income tax 
claim agent and pay him about half 
the money to get back the other half.

The poor 
man’s vote will count just as much as | 
the peer’s, he declares, for under the| 
referendum system the man alone will | 
vote, and net his property. Moreover, | 
the referendum vote will be taken ail 
over the country on one day. 

The liberals, on the other hand, are 
advocating theeretention of the house 
of lords constituted as it is at present. 
It is true that they propose to take 
away most of its power, but even their 
as outlined in the parliament 
bill would leave it a great deai more 
power than the tory referendur |} 
scheme, and it would allow the cabinet 
to remain supreme. as it fs at present. 
Thev say nothing in this election about 
one man one vote, although they have 
brought in at various times bills to 
abolish plural voting at the elections, 
which were defeated by the then un- 
converted tories. They have no plan 
for introducing a democratic element 
into the second chamber, saying frank- 
ly that they want the house of com- | 
mons to be supreme, but while that 
lookg democratic on the face .of it, it | 
really isn’t, for the house of commons | 
is almost as much a house of repre- | 
sensatives of wealth and privilege as 
the house of lords ever was. 

What is the explanation of this sur- 
prising reversal of positions? the sur- 
prised American may ask. The answer 
is that there isn’t any reversal. The 
party names have never meant much 
in England and there never was any 
real differenece between the attitude 
of the two parties toward rea] democ- 
racy. The only difference between 
them in the past has been that they, 
represented two different groups of 
aristocrats. The liberals are the linea: ' 
descendants of the old whigs, who, in 
the Hanoverian days, did their best to 
exalt the power of the Oligarchy of 
great whig lords at the expense of that 
of the crown, while the tories were 
composed of those lords who supported 
the crown against the pretentions of 
the oligarchy. History is only repeat- 
ing itself now, forthe tories have often 
invoked the ald of the real democracy 
of England in the fight against the 
whig oligarchy and have granted it 
substantial advantages in return for 
such support. The phrase ‘dishing the 
whigs,”’ meaning stealing their thun- 
mier, is a classic one in the history of 
the tory party. 

It is true that the fortunes of politics 
of late years have brought the liberal 
successors of the whigs into closer re- 
lations with the democracy, but the 
old whig spirit remains in the leaders.

Publication. This materia] appeared 
in a dozen or more different languages, 
and reached all classes.

The possibilities which are to be 
found in the drainage of the swamp 
lands of south Georgia are strikingly 
illustrated in reports received from 
Bulfoch™ county, to the effect that 
lands drained In 1909 and put under 
eultivation for the first time in 1910 
raised an average of a bale of cotton 
to the acre; with the use of practically 
no fertilizer.

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GEORGIA’S ASSAULT ON TUBERCULOSIS. 


With the completion of part of the Georgia tuberculosis sanita- 
rium at Alto, the state will be prepared within less than two months 
to begin its campaign looking to the ultimate elimination of that 
dread disease, 

With limited appropriation, only the infirmary and a few 
“shacks”—cottages for the accommodation of patients—have yet 
been built. 3 

Before the state institution completes its mission it must ex- 
pand, perhaps tenfold, caring possibly for 700 patients, whereas with 
its opening it can accommodate but seventy. 

Before its purpose is achieved it must have the assistance, too, 
of numerous local institutions whicli shall remove infection from 
the community the moment it is found. 

But it is now unquestioned that the state sanitarium at Alto 
will make a good begmning. 

And in that beginning it will have the immediate assistance 
of the Atlanta tuberculosis sanitarium, which will launch its cam- 
paign concurrently with that of the state, if it does not precede 
it in point of opening. 

There is but one point of -policy that differentiates: the two 
institutions: The state sanitarium will confine its ministrations 
to curable cases only, restoring them to health and strength, and 
returning them, sound in body, to society; the local institution will 
take both curable and incurable cases, in the latter instance remov- 


ing from contact with others the source of infection, just as all 


well-regulated communities do in the case of smallpox and other 
communicable diseases. 

The present limitations of the state institution make this pol- 
icy necessary; and it must rely upon the local sanitarium to act 
as the broom, sweeping out the infection from the community where 
it must otherwise spread with the disastrous results now so well 
known and realized. 

And so the authorities of the state institution will look to com- 
munities all over Georgia to provide these local sanitariums as rap- 
dly as possible, for they are an essential element of that purpose 
which aims at the complete elimination of the disease. 

It is a characteristic of humanity to act against an enemy with 
little more than the same celerity the enemy exhibits in his assaults. 

To fight a plague that decimates population in a few days, mil- 
lions are promptly forthcoming. 

But tubereulosis that works more slowly, though with the 
same inevitable destruction, has not, until recent years, aroused hu- 
manity’s warlike spirit. 

And now that it is aroused, it !s unfortunate that progress to 
decisive battle-front must be in slow marching order. 

Still, with determination and persistence, the day will be gained 
and the disease eradicated, with institutions all about ready to re- 
move on the spot from danger to others, any sopradic cases that 
may appear. 

Georgia is fortunate, too, in having secured in the inaugura- 
tion of this fight the services of so able and distinguished an or- 
ganizer and executive as Captain W. G. Raoul, who, without stint 
and without remuneration of the pecuniary kind, has given freely of 
his time and talent because his big heart is in the work. 

Assisted by a strong and able executive committee, he has 
overcome many obstacles and with a comparatively small appro- 
priation has brought into being an institution that will unquestion- 
ably achieve positive results to the extent of its capacity. 

What Captain Raoul has heen and 1s to the state sanitarium, 
so is Dr. Claude Smith, city bacteriologist, to the Atlanta insti- 
tution. Insisting that the city should do more than merely conduct 
a campaign of education, Dr. Smith presented his plans for such 
a Sanitarium through The Constitution; and with its editorial back- 
ing, has succeeded in bringing to life an institution which will ac- 
complish more in a month than would a campaign of education in 
a year or more. 

The Constitution presents today an illustrated article showing 
what progress these institutions have made and what they propose 
soon to do. 


It is comparatively a small beginning, but small beginnings of 
the right sort are productive of the most far-reaching results. 

The result sought in this case is the practical elimination of 
tuberculosis. 

With proper state and community support there can be no 
question of its achievement.

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ABOUT THAT MOUNTAIN HIGHWAY. 


Prospects for a highway between Atlanta and Porter Springs, 
in Lumpkin county, intended as an opening wedge for better trans- 
portation facilities in the Georgia Blue Ridge, are climbing toward 
par, 

First came news that Mayor C. H. Jones, of Dahlonega, in 
Lumpkin county, was enthusiastic over the project and would do 
his utmost to insure co-operation in his vicinity. 

' The latest encouragement is’ from Dawson, county, through 
which the road must pass to reach Lumpkin. It is in the form of 
a letter from Hoyt Brannon, cashier of the Farmers and Citizens’ 
bank, of Dawsonville, who writes that “we are willing to co-operate 
with you in every way possible.” 

Such sentiments represent the spirit of achievement! 

The thing now needed is indication of similar enthusiasm in 
Forsyth and Milton, the two other counties through which this 
highway must pass. 

Neither has railroads or enjoys the advantages of adequate 
connection with the outside world. Both need transportation fa- 
cilities badly. 

If they have progressed in wealth and population, despite the 
absence of adequate avenues to civilization, what will be the result 
when a well-paved highway puts them in touch with every part of 
the state? 

Surely public spirit and business enterprise are as alert in For- 
syth- and Milton as in Lumpkin and Dawson! 

Were all four of these counties to unite in a plan looking to 
the completion and maintenance of the highway, the project could 
be materialized at an expense almost negligtble so far as the re- 
spective counties are concerned. 


The method originally proposed was the utterance of small bond | 


issues for each county, arranged in such denominations and upon 
such terms as would visit no perceptible burden upon the taxpayers 
of any of them.

WARD ORGANIZATIONS IN ATLANTA. 


The forthcoming inquiry into local street -car facilities, to be 
held before the state railroad ‘commission, emphasizes a feature 
ranking in importance the subject-matter of the inquiry itself; and 
that is, the significant rapidity with which ward improvement or- 
ganizations in Atlanta have multiplied within the.past year and a 
half. 

Practically every ward in Greater Atlanta will be represented 
before the commission by committees from its regular organization. 

“In some instances the sentiments of wards will be voiced by 
sub-committees, created and maintained with a view to their ex- 
pert efficiency in specified directions, such, for illustration, as trans- 
portation, civic uplift or problems of sanitation or hygiene. | 

In other words, ward organization in Atlanta is becoming de- 
tailed and intensified. 

The tendency seems to be steadily in the direction of repro- 
ducing within the ward organization a large or a small body of ex- 
perts compensated simply by a sense of patriotism and self-interest, 
corresponding to the similar governing power within the munici- 
aasae itself. 

he development is one of the healthiest it is possible to record. 

Such a system, which may be termed a replica of the plan of 
minute sub-organization operated by the Atlanta Chamber of Com- 
merce, infallibly stimulates and makes surer efficiency, justice and 
dispatch in general municipal and ward administration. 

The complaint with American municipalities has heretofore 
been based chiefly upon the indifference of the masses of citizens, 
who left politicians to run affairs as they pleased and who woke 
up only at spasmodic intervals, after which they promptly returned 
to that ipethe which is the parent of poor and inefficient govern- 
ment. 

The plan of ward organization and, after that, of sub-organiza- 
tion is a remedy for this condition. 

Observe that we say a remedy, not a palliative, for the old sys- 
tem of start-and-stop “reform movements” was a palliative, but not 
a remedy. ° | 

From time out of mind»the American people have complacent- 
lv swallowed the platitude that “eternal vigilance is the price of 
liberty” and let it go at that. . 

Only within the past few years has there been general waken- 
ing to the necessity of applying the principle after the most 
approved business methods all the time, and not simply when the 
faculties were jarred into activity by spread-eagle or demagogic 
oratory. 

And that is the motive power back of ward organization in 
Atlanta. Beginning with the Second and Third Ward Improve- 
ment Club, which deserves to be immortalized in Atlanta’s archives, 
the concrete knowledge spread to all parts of the city that the best 
way to get a thing done, municipally as in business, is to do it your- 
self—and that the best way to go about getting it done was through 
close and intelligent ward organization among men whose interests 
were identical and who gave to the products of conviction and in- 
vestigation the achieving power of cohesive numbers and concen- 
trated insistence. 

Another phase that may not be overlooked for its extreme sig- 
nificance is that recently there has appeared a lively trend toward 
co-operation between the various ward organizations. The present 
inquiry is a case in point; sanitary facilities and the crematory dis- 
cussion are others. 

To put-it compactly. a new force for good, clean expeditious 
government is turned loose in Atlanta. It is the best sort of force, 
for it brings home to the individual citizen his obligations of citi- 
zenship, not only as they touch his pocketbook, but the pocketbook 
and the welfare of his next door neighbor and his neighbor in the 
next ward. 

The most satisfactory aspect of the situation is that ward or- 
ganization and sub-erganization, and their corollary of co-operation, 
are merely in their beginnings. It would be difficult to overesti- 
mate the significance of the development from a civic or a politi- 
cal standpoint. 
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PEACE THROUGH BANKRUPTCY. 


The Springfield (Mass.) Republican adopts reasoning advanced 
on several occasions by The Constitution, when it jntimates that 
mounting expenditures for military purposes the world over will 
eventually bring peace through the paradoxical channel of bank- 
ruptcy. 

Our contemporary thus comments upon the staggering aggrega- 
tion military preparedness has cost the world the past quarter of a 
century : 

The French economist, Bdmond Thery, who estimates that Europe’s armed 
peace in the last twenty-five years has cost $20,000,000,000, shoyld now set 
himself the task of estimating what the next twenty-five years will cost, as- 
suming the same rate of increase in expenditure for war that has obtained in 
the past decade. Every year tke cost of military preparation rises. At the 
end of half a century, the present pace will involve a universal bankruptcy. 
Does it pay? 


If preparing for war taxed civilization twenty billions in the 
twenty years just gone, it will cost at least half as much more, at 
conservative estimate, in the quarter century now opening. 

Suppose, for illustration, those twenty billions had been spent 
upon internal improvements in the various nations that big sum 
represents: The effect would be near incalculable. 

To carry the hypothesis farther, assume that even one-tenth 
of the sum this sort of peace insurance has cost America had been 
spent here the last twenty-five years in good roads. We should have 
accelerated development and its attendant prosperity by at least a 
decade, with a relative influence upon individual wealth. 

We assume the estimates of Thery do not, moreover, cover the 
aftermath of the small wars in that twenty-five-year period that 
even the expenditure of twenty billions could not forestall—pen- 
sions, and the almost inexpressible drain of industrial and commer- 
cial recovery. 

Viewed from these various angles, it does not, after all, seem 
impossible that the best prospect for peace is financial exhaustion of 
nearly all civilization.

It was because of the Sellers charac- 
teristics in him that he invested in @ 
typesetting machine which cost him 
nearly two hundred thousand dollars, 
and helped to wreck his fortunes by 
and by. It was because of this char- 
acteristic that he invested in number- 
less schemes of lesser importance, bug 
no less disastrous in the end. His One 
successful commercial venture was his 
association with Charies L. Webster in 
the publications of the Grant Memoirs, 
of which enough copies were sold to 
pay a royalty of four hundred thou- 
sand dollars to Grant's widow—the 
largest royalty ever paid from any sin- 

le publication. It saved the Grant 
family from poverty, but even this was 
a disaster to Mark Twain, for it aa 
to scores of other book ventures, an 
eventually the firm went to wreck in 
the panic of 1893. 
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Opportunity on Southern Farm 
Some interesting stories of agricul- 
tural success in the south are told 
in the January issue of The World's 
Work.

The researches have revealed the remains 
of four successive cities. After the conquest 
_by Jultus Caesar, Alesia became an important 
“Roman city. Then it declined and became 
important again in the second century of the 
Christian era It was twice destroyed by 
the barbarians who overran the Roman 
ne Empire. After its second destruction in 
VERY schoolboy who has studied the fifth century it disappeared from the 
Latin remembers the long-drawn- map of the earth. 
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out and sanguinary siege of Ale- 
sia by the Romans under Julius 
Caesar. Well, Alesia has been found. 

Alesia was defended by Vercingetorix, the 
greatest and bravest of all the ancient 
Gauls. Its conquest was the greatest 
achievement of Julius Caesar’s life, and es- 
tablished his position as ruler of the Roman 
world. 

Now they have excavated the site of an- 
cient Alesia in France, and have found a 
vast collection of relics of ancient times. 
Upon the site is a modern village called 
Alise-Sainte-Reine. In the ground around 
the city they found the remains of trenches 
and great quantities of Roman and Gallic 
weapons and armor. Most of the Gallic de 
fenders of Alesia were in trenches outside 
the city. 

Several bedutiful objects of Raman times 
were found within the city. There was a 


The great Vercingetorix is still beld in 
reverence by Frenchmen. Julius Caesar 
had conquered a large part of Gaul through 
the dissensions of the inhabitants. ‘Then 
the Gauls, becoming desperate, united 
under the leadership of Vercingetorix a 
young Arvernian chief. He gained several 
victories over Caesar's lieutenants, but. was 
defeated by Caesar himself, and retired to 
Alesia, which is on a plateau, whence he 
issued an eloquent appeal to all Gauls to 
unite against the invader. 

There were at least 80,000 Gauls in and 
around Alesia, for Caesar speaks of a sortie 
of 60,000 men from there. The remaining 
Gauls promised to send reinforcements of 
250,000 men to the help of Vercingetorix. 

The siege works by which Caesar attacked 
Alesia are the wonder of history, on account 
of their extent. He enclosed an area of four- 
teen miles within them.

London, January 6. 
HE tand of Ophir, the source of the 
vast quantities of gold which King 
Solomon used to adora the Temple at 
Jerusaieom, have been found. 

Dr. Carl Peters has explored a country 
lying near the east coast of South Africa, 
which {s filled with ancient gold mines. This 
he believes to be the land of Ophir. 

-In it he has found numerous ancient Phoe- 
niclan monuments. These, he argues, were 
left by Phoenician sailors and workmen who 
came here to bring the gold to Solomon. 

“I was fortunate enough,” said Dr. Peters, 
“to discover @ tablet which, so far as 1 know, 
contains the first actual ancient inscription 
found in South Africa. Former discoveries 
have not been of proved actual inscriptions, 
but of stones bearing marks strongly resem- 
bling ancient writings. 

“The tablet in question was found by one 
of my men in a siave pit to the south of 
lnyanga, north of Umtali (Rhodesia). The 
district contains hundreds of these pits, from 
twenty to twenty-five feet deep, In which the 


, 


ancients kept their slaves. The tablet was. 


evidently made of cement, and had been cut 
in two, Clearly while it was soft, the letters 
on it being In no way damaged. 

“The characters look to me like Greek 
letters, but other experts say they are Graeco- 
Phoenician. I take the tablet to be the half 
of an ancient passport, one portion of which 
was retained by the master and the other 
handed to the messenger.” 

Dr. Peters went on to speak of another 
discovery, of perhaps even greater interest. 

“] also discovered near Zimbabwe, in 
Rhodesia,” he said, “a brass figure of Pan, 
siz and a half inches long, very similar to 
the figures found at Pompeli, thus proving 
Greek influence in South Africa apparently 
at a later period than the tablets I spoke of. 
These and other discoveries are to my mind 
further proof that in South Africa there has 
been a continuation of different civilizations.” 

There is fittle doubt that in this ancient 
gold-bearing region we have found the 
source of the vast wealth which King David 
and King Solomon brought to Jerusalem for 
the decoration of the Temple and other build. 
ings. 

Tt shoulé not be forgotten that David had 
been preparing almost al) his life for the 
building of the Temple at Jerusalem by his 
son Solomon. To this end he had collected 
immense sums of gold and silver. David 
says.in I. Chron. xxii, 14: 

“Now, behold, in my trouble I have prepared 
for the house of the Lord a hundred thousand 
talents of gold, and @ thousand thousand tal. 
ents of silver; and of brass and tron without 
weight; for it is in abundance: timber also 
and stone have I prepared; and thou mayest 
add thereto.” 

According to |. Chron. uxiz., 4-7, be had 
collected three thousand talents of gold of 
vphir, and seven thousand talents of refined 
silver, given by David of his own proper 
goods. Besides this, the princes of the peo- 
ple gave five thousand talents of gold and 

*m thousand talents of sliver. 

The enormous amount of wealth thus repre 
sented is figured from the statement in Exo- 
dus (xzxxviil., 26) that every talent contained 
three thovesand eshekela, or @fteen hundred 
ounces. An ounce of gold is worth twenty 
dollars in our money, so the 100,000 talents 
of gold in the first offering of David were 
worth some three billions of dollars. In ad- 
dition was the other treasure of eight thou- 


sand talents, some $240,000,000 more in gold 
alone. Therefore David had left for Solomon 
$3,240,000,000 worth of gold 

It would have been impossible to secure 
this enormous wealth from any other known 
mines except those in South Africa. It is 
well known that David had been a close 
friend of Hiram, King of Tyre, as was Solo- 
mon after him. It must have been in the 
shipsof the Tyriane,a Phoenician race, there 
fore, that all this wealth waa gathered from 
thie wondrous land of Ophir which Dr. Peters 
has just discovered in the heart of Africa. 

The dimensions of the Temple of Solomoa 
are plainly stated in Scripture to be sixty 
great cubits long, twenty great cubits broad 
and thirty great cubits high. Each cubit is 
a yard, so that the precise dimensions of the 
Temple were 180 feet long, 60 feet wide and 
90 feet high. The great mass of gold col- 
lected by David first and by Solomon after- 
ward was used for the overlaying of the walls 
on the interior as well as for the many ves- 
sels of the Temple. 

Even the floor, made of fr boards, was 
faced and lined on both sides with gold. 
With floor, walls and ceilings heavily overlaid 
with gold, tremendous quantities of this pre 
clous meta) were utilized, so that all the ships 
of Tarshish could not bring too much. 

It has been a great puzzle indeed to explain 
whence came not only this gold, but all the 
precious metals that were used in the great 
Dgyptian temples, and all the stored wealth 
of the Pharaohs. 

Both these puzzles have been answered by 
Dr. Peters in his wonderful discoveries made 
among the ancient ruins of Inyanga. There 
he found pits, after the style of wells. with a 
diameter of ten to fifteen feet, walled in with 
carefully buikh oyelopean walla The pits 
were twelve to fifteen feet deep, and it was 
very evident that they had been inhabited. 
They looked like the pits in which the miners 
had been kept. slaves being then used for 
the hard work of mining aecgrding | to the 
primitive methods of that day. ad 

Dr. Peters proves that the-tand of an 
frequently mentioned in ancient Egyptian 
records, included Ethiopia and the districts 
extending beyond the Victoria Nyanza, and 
even as far as the Sabean colonies near the 
Zambesi River. That the Jews and thelr 
allies, the Phoenicians, came to this part of 
the earth about 1000 B. C., the era of Solo 
mon, is certain from the remains of mines 
and inscriptions tn Phoenician writing near 
the mines. 

Dr. Peters holde that the Queen of Sheba 
made her famous visit to King Solomons 
exzpressiy about the concessions to work 
the gold mines in ber territories, and cites 
various authorities therefor. He quotes a 
Portuguese writer of the seventeenth cen- 
tury, who says: ‘The richest mines of all 
are (hose of Massapa, where they show the 
Abyssinian mine from which the Queen of 
Sheba took the greater part of the gold which 
she gave to King Solomon for his Temple. 
And it is Ophir, for the Kaffirs call it Fur and 
the Arabs Afur.” Any one can easily see how 
similar these names are to the Ophir of the 
Bible. Gheba, or Gaba. was part of the gold 
bearing region. ’ 

That it was Hiram, King of Tyre. who aided 
Solomon directly with contributions of gold 
appears from the statement in |. Kings {2., 
14-15. “And Hiram sent to the King six score 
talents of gold. And this is the reason of the 
levy which King Solomon raised; for to build 
bis own house, and Millo, and the wall of

Thus the King of Tyre sent this large 
amount-of gold to Solomon before the special 
expeditions were despatched gp Ophir. The 
Tyrians, therefore, were well acquainted with 
these gold mines, and they very certainly had 
helped David to gether all the gold which he 
poured into the’ treasury of Solomon. The 
Phoenician ships would have found it easy 
to sall down the Red Sea and thence coast 
along Africa until they reached the port near- 
est the gold mines well known to the Egyp 
tians. 

It Is known from the Egyptian inscrip- 
tiene that Thothmes II. received among 
other tribute from “the Shasu of the South” 
12 quent of gold rings. 

This apparently refers to the gold-bearing 
region discovered by Dr. Peters. It has 
even been suggested that the name “Punt” 
given to @ great gold-producing country of 
the South by the Egyptians is a variation 
of the name of Phoenicia. 

Dr. Peters thinks that he has even identi- 
Ged the African port into which the fleet of 
Hiram and Solomoa put in to load up the gold 
for the Temple. This was probably the 
present port of Suakim. Selomon was the 
son-in-law of the then Pharaoh of Ugypt, 
Peusennes Il., and might have utilized this 
relationship to avail himself of the gold sup 
ply of Shasu; but Dr. Petera thinks that the 
fleet sailed farther, into the far richer coun- 
try to the south, which alone could have fur- 
nished the large amount of gold required. 

Here he has found, not one or two mines, 
but an extensive district covered with mines, 
giving evidence of having been worked for 
many years. This isin the region between the 
Zambesi and the Sabi rivers. Here is one of the 


richest gold formations existing on all the 


earth. Literally thousands of mines have 
been found, sunk to a depth of fifty. one bhun- 


dred and fifty, four hundred, six hundred, 
nine hundred and four thousand feet, from 
which tons of gold must once have been ex- 
tracted—and tons of gold were needed by 
Solomon. The area of this gold-producing 
region is some 760,000 square miles, and no 
fess than 75,000 ancient workings have been 
discovered here. 

Here are ancient ruins, cities and fortresses, 
and temples characterized by the civilization 
of the Phoenicians and the symbols and wer- 
ship of Baal-Ashera. On the Zambesi Dr 
Peters found the old district of Fura, with 
ancient ruins showing that they formed part 
of the old Semitic sphere of civilization. The 
decorations are typical of Punic buildings. 
The figure of Baal looks down from these 
ruins, and the Makalanga nation has preserved 
much of the old Semitic nature.religion. Sac- 
rifices are still made to Baal here, fire wor. 
ship is practised, and etones like those found 
in Phoenicia itself are worshipped. The 
mining of gold has continued there steadily 
ever since. 

Dr. Peters believes that this nation is the 
result of the intermarriage of the Phoenicians 
with the native African tribes. 

“South of Macombe'’s country,” says Dr. 
Peters, “the ruins of Inyanga tower like a 
mysterious note of interrogation written by 
some vanished and forgotten hand. Here are 
open spaces which were apparently used as 
temples for sacrifices, the altar looking 

toward the Bast. The stones of the buildings 
are worked exactly like those in the Fura 
ruins. The same nation was evidently at 
work here. One can also find evidences of 
the worship of the sun in Inyanga. Here also 
the mountains played a part in religion, and 
everywhere are found symbols of the shock. 
ing worship of Baa). 

“All through this country old workings 
were found, sometimes numbering as many as 


three bundred in a single district. The zone 
of the ancient Semitic ruins reaches to the 
Lupata Gorge on the Lower Zambesi. The 
unmixed worship of Baal still persists. 

“These ruins belong throughout to the sys- 
tem of the Phoenician cultural sphere. They 
are analogous with the ancient Semitic ruins 
of South Arabia, of Socotra, of Phoenicia. 
They exhibit all the characteristics of na- 
ture-wofship as practised by the early Sem- 
ites. Sun, moon and stars were adored; Baal 
and Ashtaroth were the chief deities of the 
rulers of these places. 

“It has been established from a ‘Zodiac’ 
found in Zimbabwe that this was hewn 1100 
B. C, The great temple at that place must 
have been erected about that time. The Ophir 
voyages of Solomon and Hiram did not begin 
until about a century later. 

“Centuries must have elapsed after the 
frst appearance of the Phoenician gold-seek- 
ere before they, Marching stream-upward 
along the Sabi, established themselves in the 
tablelands of Mashonaland. We may, there- 
fore, undoubtedly go far back into the second 
millenary B. C. tor the beginning of this bis 
torical era. 

“All these buildings stand in connection 
with gold mines. The golden ornaments as 
well as the utensils that have been found near 
Zimbabwe and other ruins are the exact coun- 
terparts of the Phoenician discoveries in other 
parts of the world. The old workings reach 
the enormous number of 75,000, and many 
tons of gold ore must have been dug here in 
distant. ages. Undoubtedly most of the gold 
which found ite way at second-hand to the 
Med@giterranean, even as far as Rome, was ob 


tained here. That the pu ng northernere 
did not get to know of thi@ actual source 


le accounted for by the peculiar commercial 
policy of the Phoenicians, who guarded the 
secret of their origizal sources most jealously.

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Dr. Peters explains the fact that there are 
traces of Phoenician occupation and mining 
‘In both the country of the Sabaeans and 
further south, by suggesting that there were 
two different immigrations of the Phoenicians 
or Punic people. One used the Zambesi as 
its gate of entry, presse! past inja-kaFura 
towards the west, crossed the Ruenje River 
and finally took possession of Inyanga and 
Manicaland. The other entered by way of 
Sofala, and, advancing towards the west, fob 
lowed the Sabi, and from thence pressed on- 
ward to Southern Mashonaland and to Mata. 
beleland, now included in the British province 
of Rhodesia. The first wave was the older, 


and has,left the rougher, massive ruins De- 
hind it. The second was without question 
the more powerful and stood on a much 
higher plane of civilization. A comparison 
between the Zimbabwe buildings and the 
ruder ruins of Fura-Inyanga makes toile very 
certain.. Roth, however, followed the early 
Semitic nature-worship. 

Rhapta, the southernmost harbor of ‘the 
firet migration, lay et the mouth of the Zam- 
besi River, close to the modern Quilmane; 
while Sofala, the port of entry of the eouth- 
ern migration, belonged to the Sabacans. 

The problem presented by the great dis- 
tance between Abyssinia and Rhodesia is not 
@ serious one to Dr. Peters, for he explains 
that the Abyssinian monarchs of those days 
had probably extended their sway far to the 
southward, and that by the right of eminent 
domain, it was im the power of the Queen of 
Sheba to grant mining concessions to her 
great and roya) friend, Solomon, of Jerusa- 
lem, and his ally, Hiram, King of Tyre. 

Sdlomon was, however, heipless without 
the aid of Hiram and hie bold seafarers. The 
Phoenicians of that time were the great sall- 
ors of the world, traversing not only the 
Mediterranean Sea, but also sailing down the 
coast of Africa, after leaving the Red Sea, 


bor going out into the Indjan Ocean and thus 


reaching India. 

It was a distance of some thirty-five hun- 
dred miles from Joppa, the seaport nearest 
to Jerusalem, to the African ports nearest 
the gold mines on which the Phoenicians 
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Drawn on the Walls of the Temple of Deir-El-Bahri.

This wag no 
wonderful feat to the Phoenicians, and they 
had probably been accustomed to make these

Nor should it be forgotten that the “Sgyp- 
tlans- must have known this Southeastern 
portion of Africa, to judge from the inscrip- 
tions on the walls of the temple at Deir-l- 
Bahri, referring to the Land of Punt. This 
famous country producing gold and frankin- 
cense, for which the Egyptians equipped 
many expeditions, is identified by Dr. Peters 
with Southeast Africa, and he proves his 
contention by showing a statue of Thothmes 
ll. found in Umtali, dating from about 
1450 B. C. 
r. Peters claims that an Egyptian gov- 
efnor probably resided in this part of the 
uhtry at least during the Eighteenth Egyp- 
tian Dynasty, showing that during the reign 
of the last king of that line, Horembib, an 
embassy came from Punt, bringing a number 
of heavy sacks filled with gold. According 
to all the inscriptions, the country is very, 
very far away, and can be reached ip

ships only; so this points, too, to some dis- 
trict far away on the African coast, moet 
probably Southeast Africa. 

The intimate relations between the Egyp 
tians and Solomon are well known, tbat king 
having married a daughter of the Pharaob, 
and the Phoenicians, too, were in conatant 
intercourse with Egypt, so the source of tbe 
gold supply must have been an open secret. 

It was not, however, possible for every 
one to make this journey, only skilled navi- 
gators like the Phoenicians and Egyptians 
could sall so fer, thus keeping the treasures 
for theméelves by their skill in sailing tbe 
seas. 

The justifiable conclusion reached by Dr. 
Peters is that in identifying the Land of 
Punt and Ophir with the rich. gold bearing 
lands of Southeast Africa, he has at one 
stroke solved two great historical puzzies. 

That Dr. Peters has found the.origina)l of 
the Biblical Ophir, the source of the gold 
gathered by both David and Solomon for the 
building of the Temple at Jerusalem, is now 
generally admitted in the face of all the evi- 
dence 6o fully produced by this brave ex- 
plorer. That these mines may still be worked 
profitably is the contention of Dr. Peters, 
and doubtless he wil make the attempt to re 
open the mines. He may thus find wealth 
to-day in the place whence Solomon drew his 
glory almost three thousand years ago.

London leads an ideal existence on his ranch in the 
beautiful and fertile valley in Sonoma county in Cen- 
tral California. His ranch consists of .aany acres of 
mountain lind, on soine parts of which still stand the 
virgin forests, in which the deer run wild. From 
end to end of the tract runs a fine stream and near 
it stands his bungalow, which is the scene of his 
literary labors. The surroundings of Mr. London's 
home tally almost identically with the brilliant de- 
scriptious of the ranch of Burning Daylight. which 
are to be read shortly by the readers of our paper.

Remarkable | Machine for Pre- 
dicting Tides. 


Today the United States government 
leads all countries in the world in tidal 
forecasts with a recently invented ma- 
chine, says the January Popular Me- 
chanics Magazine in an illustrated arti- 
cle. Formerly this work required the 
employment of sixty-five computers 
for two or three days to figure Out a 
vear’s forecast of tides for a given 
place. Now, one man sits down to a 
machine, all hufg with wheels and 
pulleys, turns a crank and grinds out 
a tide table for any point for which 
the machine has been adjusted. ‘Ine 
machine was made by two officials of 
the survey. Its perfection was not 
reached until after 14 years of hara 
work and study, and it cost the gov- 
ernment, in time and material, the sum 
of $15,009. 

The time of setting the machine for 
predicting a tide, including checking, 
is from 2 to 4 hours; that of predicting 
and recording the high and low waters 
for a station for one year, from 10 to 
14 hours. The machine can be ad- 
justed, and a whole year’s prediction 
as to what the tides will be at a given 
point can; be recorded and tabulated in 
half a day by one man. There are but 
four such tide-predicting machines in 
the world.

Washington, January 14.—(Specia).) 
Attempts of the German potash trust 
to enlist American farmers in the effort 
to maintain the potash tax have not been 
successful. Circulars were sent 
broadcast in agricultural sections sug- 
gesting letters to the effect that farm- 
ers were not Interested in the effort 
to obtain relief from the tux. 

Instead of complying with this 
quest, farmers are writing to the 
white house in quite a different tone. 
This is one farmer's letter to President 
Taft: 

“The effect of the law passed by the 
German reichstaz on May 10 i$19, im- 
poses a discriminatory tax on potash 
bought by Americans under low-priced 
contracts. This cannot fail to add 
from $1 to $2 to the cost of producing 
each ton of commercial fertilizer con- 
sumed by me

that competition 
among American manufacturers of 
fertilizer will secure to the American 
farmer the benefits resulting from 
cheaper supplies of potash, provided 
the contracts made prior to the pas- 
sage of the law are relieved from the 
tax. 

“I am willing to pay this extra 
charge either to the German govern- 
ment through the purchase of my ferti- 
lizers from the American manufactur- 
ers, or to the German potash trust by 
purchasing potash from their agents, 
who are scouring the country for or- 
ders, and I can look only to you to 
eorrect this injustice to the American 
farmer, who in the end must bear the 
burden of the tax.”

—a lack of civic honesty and of un- 
derstanding in 50 per cert of a com- 
munity? 

Analysis of the hundreds of. con- 
fessions leads at once to a curious 
fact—not one out of twenty believed 
that In selling their votes they, were 
doing anything aishonest; did not 
believe that they were doing any- 
thing more than marketing a mar- 
ketable possession that they owned. 
Furthermore, manv of the women 
held the same view—that Election 
Day was nothing more than an ex- 
cellent thing—a market day, when 
the men of the family were enabled 
to dispose for a good price of aneb- 
ulous thing the Government con- 
ferred upon them somewhat like a 
pension, and called a _ vote. 

“Judge,” said the man who first 
revealed the contracts ystem of vot- 
ing, “I’m honest. Since you ask 
me I'm going to tell the whole 
truth.” 

“Judge. I'm honest.” Thirty years 
of vote-selling this man revealed, and 
he {is typical. Thirty years of the 
degradation of the ballot has pro- 
duced a double atandard of morality 
in the county. There is a political 
standard and an_ every-day life 
standard. A man may be an excel- 
lent churchman, a good father and 
a “representative citizen all around.” 
Yet he may never have looked upon 
vote-buying or selling as an -evil. 

“T am a good, working Democrat,” 
said a substantial citizen of West 
Union, one of the larger towns of 
the county. “What do you mean by 
that?” he was asked. “I know how 
to use the money,” he admitted quite 
frankly. “Don’t you know it Is 
wrong?” he was asked. “Surely,” 
he replied, “but we must do‘ it to 
avert a greater wrong.” 

Anything to win has been the view 
of the vote-buyers. And here is 
found one cause of the decadence in 
right civic thinking—an intense par 
tisanship: 

There is one case of a veteran 
of the Civil War. He had just 
come out of the court, where he 
had been fined $5, the amount he 
had taken for his vote, and had been 
disfranchised. He had walked five 
miles, from Benton, Ohio, to answer 
his summons and confess. He pos- 
sesses neither a piece of land nor 
a house. 

“Why did you take the money?” 
he was asked 

“I took it because it was there 
to take,” he answered. “This has 
been going on so long that we no

A vote was 
an economic commodity; a spring of 
water springing up at certain 
Heaven appointed days in a desert 
of poverty. It was one of the. re- 
compenses for being an American 
citizen. 

The money pald was generally 
used, the confessions show, to pro- 
vide the bare necessities for the 
families of the bought. 

“I gave my five dollars to the doc- 
tor who tended my wife when she 
had our last baby,” suid one. 

“I bought shoes for my wife and 
the two kids,” said another. 

A third said: “I'll tell you the 
truth. I was hungry and got some 
thing to eat.” 

In soil such as this, the work of 
the grafter, the corruptionist, the 
boodler who fattens on the degra- 
dation of the ballot was easy.

“They got $5 apiece for their votes, 
Jedge,” she sald, “and they turned it 
right over to me. It wuz the first 
money they’d earned fer me since 
last election. They didn't think it 
was doin’ nobody any harm.” 

One hundred and thirty voters, 
who had walked miles over the hills 
in the bitter cold to plead guilty to 
their indictme ‘s, were saved from 
freezing and starving by the better 
off citizens of West Union last week. 

“Soon's we heard we were wanted 
we started off,” said one of a gang 
of ten whose votes used to be de 
livered regularly. “We ain't thieves 
or criminals. When the law wants 
us we're right there to answer. We're 
honest, all of us, lut if the law says 
it ain’t right fer us to have sold our 
votes, why, I reckon we all are 
willin’ to pay for our mistake.”

HE use of electricity on the 
farm is by no means a new 
departure in this country, 

where in the more up-to-date estab- 
lishments it has been employed for 
years in place of the “hired man. 
The cows are milked, the hay is 
mown, the milk is chyrned, the 
mili is driven and a thousand and 
one ordinary chores are all per- 
formed by electricity. 

But it is only recently that “har- 
nessed lightning” has been succes 
fully employed to stimulate and im- 
prove the actual) growth of crops 
and vegetables, although scientists 
have been experimenting with it in 
this country and in Europe for 
many years. 

Thirty years ago the work was 
begun by Professor Lemstrom, a 
Dane, and since then a number of 
able men have turned their atten- 
tion to the subject. Sir Oliver 
Lodge, the great English scientist, 
declared his faith in the proposi- 
tion and it came to be generally 
admitted that crops could be forced 
by means of electricity, although 
the most satisfactory method of ap- 
plying it was still to be ascertained. 


Now comes Professor Danfel Ber- 
thelot, Professor of Physics at the 
High School of Pharmacy, Paris, 
with an astonishing report of what 
he has achieved in agriculture by 
means of electric stimulation of 


the earth and by means of 
stanchions, from which a wire net- 
ting is suspended above the grow- 
ing plant, the air is electrified too. 
In this way both of the elements 
from which the plant derives its 


nutrition are subjected to electrical 
influence, and the effec’ is seen in 
the comparative experiments con- 
ducted by the Professor. 

In one case two lots of French 
beans were planted under exactly

Professor ®er- 
thelot has grown 
beans, turnips, 
potatoes, carrots, 
cabbages, celery, 
lettuce and, in 
fact, most every

To the observant reader the whole 
civilized world seems to be interested 
in marking historic spots and placing 
memorials to historic events.

The stone at La Junta, in Ar- 
kansas, on this same trail, is very 
handsome and reads thus: “King's

In the November issue of The Ameri- 
cam Monthly is an article describing 
the unveiling of a monument erected 
by the Pueblo chapter, Daughters of 
the American Revolution of Colorado, 
at Las Antmas, on the Sante Fe trail. 

The Daughters of the American Rev- 
ofution of Ohio are interested in mark- 
ing their historic sports; among the 
places already marked are Indian 
towns and trails and every portage 
place that they can locate. (A por- 
age place is the shortest overland cut 
from one river to another, where, in 
their traveling, the Indtans bore 
Canoes and baggage across on their 
shoulders.)

In 1910 a magnificent monument of 
granite, which reaches far above the 
tallest tree, was erected at Province- 
town, Masa, dedicattion of the 
historic waters where the Mayflower 
first dropped anchor in 1620. 

It geems rather strange that pa- 
triotic societies of America should be 
marking places in England; neverthe- 
less, it is true. The National Society 
of the United States Daughters of 1812 
have placed a large and beautiful me- 
morial window in Saint Michael's 
church at Princetown, England, in 
memory of the American sailors who 
were prisoners in Dartmoor prison in 
1818-1814-1815. Dwring their imprison- 
ment here these American prisoners 
assisted in buflding this church. Many 
of the soldiers Hie buried in this 
churchyard. 

In this same town, Princetown, 
England, is a tall, slender shaft, erect- 
ed by England in memory of tne 
American prisoners of war who died 
there in prison between 1809 and 1814, 
and who He buried under the flag of 
their mother country.

He must go out 
and hustie for it. This is no less true 
in hunranitarian work than in com- 
mercial ventures. 

The American Red Cross has always 
been distinguished by its enterprise in 
making its efforts to aid humanity of 
maximum value. As another evidence 
of this activity this association has 
lately established a first aid tothe 
injured department through which it 
hopes to darry instruction in this im- 
portant subject to all parts of the 
country. In furtherance of this object 
it has now in operation a first aid car. 
This car was donated by the Pullman 
Company, and has been fully equip- 
ped by the Red Cross with all sorts 
of first aid mdterial. It is in direct 
charge of Dr. M. Whitfield Glasgow, 
of Birmingham, Ala., who was em- 
ployed for this special work by the 
first aid department of the Red Cross. 
The car was outfitted at the Pullman 
shops in Buffalo, and is now on the 
road in Illinois. Its work evidently 
appeals to the various railway offi- 
cials, as the railways are hauling it 
free of charge. 

The car will proceed from place. to 
place, stopping at railway, manufactur- 
ing and mining centers where the bes? 
opportunities present themselves for 
organizing first aid classes. Just as 


to interest employers, employees and 
local physicians @like so that first aid 
to the injured instruction will have 
general support and countenance after 
the car has visited a place. Theugh 
the Red Cross car is primarily de- 
signed for instruction purposes, it will 
also always be available when needed 
for rescue work and care of injured 
in oase of disaster, as it is fully equip- 
ped for this purpose. 

It is, perhaps, not generally realised 
how. large a percentage of deaths are 
now due to acciden& In fact, in cer- 
tain industries deaths from disease are 
absolutely insignificant in numbers as 
compared with those from accident. 
For example, in the registration area, 
which now includes about 55 per cent 
of the population of the United States, 
the 1909 census statistics charge to 
adgident 67.9 per cent of aH deaths 
among steam railway employees be- 
tween the ageg of 25 and 34. The next 
most hazardous occupation, as shown 
by theSe statistics, is that of miners 
and quarrymen taken together, in 
which accidents are responsible for 61.3 

r cent of all deaths atthe same ages. 
rom and steel workers have 28.1 per 
cent, and the rate for all manufactur- 
ing and mechanical pursuits taken to- 
gether at the same ages is 21.9 per 
eént. These are the people which the 
Red Cross is trying to reach in a prac- 
tical way by means of its first aid oar. 
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COTTON SEED MEAL BEST 
AND CHEAPEST. SAYS DR. SOULE 


FOOD 


Dr. A. M. Soule, president of the 
State College of Agriculture, and the 
best posted authority on the value of 
food stuffs in the souvrh, has just con- 
tributed another splendid article 
which speaks highly of the value of 
cotton seed meal as a food stuff, and 
points out to the farmers, dairymen 
and cattle raisers how they can secure 
the best feeding results through the 
use of this food atuff, and at the same 
time help build up the south. and keep 


southern money at home. 

In part Dr. Soule writes as follows: 

“The value of cotton seed meal as 
a food stuff can only be fully appre- 
ciated when it is cOmpared with the 
other concentrates ordjnarily available 
for use on the average farm. , 

“The element which every farmér 
finds it difficult to secure in abund- 
ance, and at a relatively low cost, is 
protein. It is on account of the high 
percentage of this material in a di- 
gestible form which cotton seed meal 
‘contains that it has been so largely 
used by the stock raisers of Great 
Britain, Germany, Denmark and the 
other European countries. This being 
tree is it not urns ene that the south- 
ern farmer should allow it to be ex- 
ported while he attempts to Use as a 
substitute materials which contain 
from one-sixth to one-third as much 
digestible protein as this peer among 
concentrates? The explanation is not 
hard to find, for we have only recently 
begun to turn our attention to the 
problems of animal nutrition, and to 
study this question with a reason- 
able degree of skill and intelligence, It 


eee 


is needless to say that our farmers 
are just as anxious to secure the larg- 
est return for their money and the 
best food stuff for their live stock as 
those In other parts of the world, and 
they are now rapidly coming to real- 
ize that cotton seed meal meets these 
requirements to better advantage than 
any other material they can purchase 
for this purpose. 

“Since the fat in cotton seed ts in 
the form of oil and is present in ex- 
cessive amount, and is not one of the 
constituents ordinarily difficult to 
supply on the farm, its presence in 
such large quantity is a detriment 
rather than a benefit, and those who 
have had experience in feeding both 
realize that the meal is much to be 
preferred. This being true the farmer 
should sell his seed or exchange it 
for meal. 

“The results of long and oareful in- 
vestigation of the question of animal 
nutrition show that as a source of 
digestible protein and fat, cotton seed 
meal stands unrivaled. In proportion 
to the cost per ton it furnishes these 
elements in the cheapest form avail- 
able to the farmer. While it is not al- 
ways desirable to fed it alone, it may 
be combined with any of the food 
stuffs mentioned, improving the feed- 
ing quality of both and providing a 
more efficient ration than is now gen- 
erally utilized. It is only a matter of 
a little time until every pound of this 
splendid food stuff is used at homé as 
it should be, and when this is done 
our live stock industries will receive a 
new impulse, and the fertility of our 
lands be increased by reason of the 
rich manure secured from feeding all 
_ cotton seed meal produced here at 

ome.”’ 
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Troubles of a Congressman. 
(Willard D. Hakin in January Lippin- 
’ cott’s.) 

Unfortunate are the members of oon- 
gress whose districts lie close to Wash- 
ington, if they want to assume the 
role of statesmen, for while troubles 
shipped through the mails are usually 
abundant enough to keep the honor- 
able’s mind divorced from the tariff or 
income tax, they are less lengthily told 
in a letter and may be attended to 
with dispateh; but the personal caller 
is a Tennyson’s brook and mug be 
allowed to run on forever, while the 
Maryland and Virginia members write 
verses on its babbting. 

The professional grafter is another 
character who besieges the Temple of 
Trouble: While the impression seems 
to be general that there are grafters 
in the house. of representatives, the 
average minority member is more 
often the victim of graft than he ha: 
any opportunity to be the grafter. In 
fact, he is the most promising sub- 
ject for the work ofthe “come on” 
man that the country produces, because 
of the election bugaboo never more 
than twenty-eight months ahead. He 
is besieged by all forms of graft, from 
that of the deaf and dumb woman 
with shoe-strings to sell, to the man 
who is starting a new national party 
paper among “the culled brethren of 
the democratic puhsuasion” and must 
have his financial support. Last fall, 
nearly a hundred offices in the Temple 
of Trouble were visited by a map 
who claimed to be a constituent of 
each individual member and to have 
rendered him service in the last cam 
paign before it was discovered by the 
superintendent of the building that he 
was putting up the same story to each 
member in turn and claiming residence 
in séveral dozen different sections of 
the country. The capitol police who 
@uard all the entrances to the build- 
ing have orders to arrest anyone founda 
offering articles for sale or soliciting 
funds in the office building; but, even 
though they carry out the orders so 
far as they are able, the grafters oc- 
ee argh E bes them and add to the 

roubles o e representative, as the 
‘game stories that extert the cesh trom

the members serve as passports to the 
building. 

With a multitude of such Mdiculous- 
ly insignificant matters of depart- 
mental business and individual troubles 
to absorb the congressman’s time and 
energies, it is not surprising that the 
house of representatives has outgrown 
its usefulness as a deliberative body 
with legislative functions, and become, 
instead, a body of which the average 
member has very little legislative 
power. His time and his mind are 
taken up with matters that ought to 
be attended to by messenger boys and 
two-by-four clerks. Many § of these 
troubles are attended to, itis true, 
by the private secretary, but Many of 
members dare not entrust their 
constituents’ troubles to other hands 
than their own, for fear of being re- 
cdlled at the end of the term, and a 
congressman at a typewriter, grinding 
out correspondence relating ‘to the 
year book” or applications for garden 
seeds, is no uncommon sight ih the 
Temple of Trouble. It is also true that 
these various trifling duties are large+ 
ly self-imposed for the sake of polit- 
ical self-preservation, but they are 
mone the less necessary for that. The 
Great Fear keeps him tending camp 
when he ought to be leading the army.

The first general laws 
for the incorporation of trust compa- 
nies in the United States required 
such companies to have a much larger 
capital than that required for 
banks, but the later legislation 
shows a distinct tendency in the 
direction of lowering the require- 
ments in regard to capital.” Most 
companies are not usually required to 


accumulate a surplus. 
“Under none of the state banking 


laws has there been built up an im- 
portant system of branch banks,” says 
the writer, although m nine states 
(California, Delaware, Florida, Geor- 
gia, New York, Oregon, Rhode Island, 


and trust companies are definitely per- 
mitted to have branches. In three 
states (Loutelana, Matne and Massa- 
chusetts) trust companies may have 
branches. In many cases, however, 
there aré restrictions as to location of 
the branch. Specific authorization by 
some state official or officials and the 
requirement offudditional capital for 
each brAnGH aré usual conditioms for 
the: establishment of branches. 

A number states have limited the 
ameunt of bank stock that may be 
hel4 Dy banks In order to prevent the 
extensive control of banking by a4 
single Interest. However,. “it has not 
been possible to forbid the owner- 
ship of stock in a banking institution 
by persons or companies who already 
own a controlling interest in other 
banking institutions on the ground of 
such other ownership.” In 1909 the 
Wisconsin commission referred to the 
unified ownership of banking institu- 
tions as follows: “A new feature in 
banking has manifested itself of late 
which, if permitted to go on unhinder- 
ed, will eventuaNy result in a mo- 
nopoly control: of the banking busi- 
ness. I refer to the so-called holding 
companies, which are increasing with 
alartning rapidity tn various parts of 
the country. One of these companies, 
with headquarters in Minneapolis, 
Minn.. owns a controlling interest In 
more than fifty banks in Minnesota, 
Iowa, Wisconsin and the Dakotas. 
Legislation should be had to discour- 
age this evil in every proper mpnner.” 

Analysis shows thet state banks 
have partially supplanted both private 
banks and the national banks with 
emall capital. 

“In 1877 the number of state banks 
with a capital of $50,000 and over was 
634, and the numberof national banks 
was 2,080. In 1909 the numbers of the 
same classes were 2,620 and 4,773, re- 
spectively.” The great majority of 
state banks have 4 capital of less than 
$50,000, while the great majority of 
national banks have a capital of $50,- 
000 or more. The reasons why the 
smaller state banks have increased 
more rapidly than national banks are: 
(1) Since the development of state 
supervision the credit of state banks 
approximates that of national banks 
except for interstate business. (2) 
The profit. on the issue of national 
bank notes has not been great. (3) 
State banks have more freedom in 
making loans. They may loan on real 
estate. (4) The reserve requirements 
for state banks are less stringent.

Much Work Ahead. 

It will take several years to bring 
the sanitarium up to the high standard 
which the executive committee and the 
officers have in mind. They are plan- 
ning for the erection of a commodious 
and modern main building, or admin- 
istration building, as it will be known, 
which will cost several thousand dol- 
lars, and they have already planned 
for at least twenty-eight shacks for 
the use of the patients. Of these, twen- 
ty-two will be devoted to the use of 
white patients and six for the use of 
negro patients. 

However, the authorities realize that 
all of these improvements and enlarge- 
ments cannot be made at once, and 
they will be content with appropria- 
tlons ‘made from time to time by the 
legislature, and are more than grati- 
fied at the auspicious start they have 
already made, 

Dr. Glidden, Superintendent. 

Although the details of the manage- 
ment of the sanitarium have not been 
completed and will not be until a 
meeting of the board of § trustees, 
which will probably be held at an early 
date, the board has already employed 
Dr. Edison W. Glidden as superintend- 
ent, and he !s at the sanitarium su- 
perintending the furnishing of the 
bulldings and the arrangement of 
other details Incident to the opening. 

Dr. Glidden {8s a young man of ex- 
tensive experience in the treatment of 
tuberculosis and no better man could 
have been sacured for the place. He 
comes to Georgia from the tuberculo- 
sis sanitarium of Maryland, where he 
acted as assistant superintendent, and 
is splendidly equipped in every respect 
for the duties which he will be called 
wpon to discharge. 

The sanitarium has its own heating 
apparatus and its own water supply. 
At the base of the high hill on which 
it is located there is a large spring, 
and from this water is pumped to a 
reservoir, from which the buildings are 
supplied. 

Will Be Electric Lighted. 

The electric lights for the buildings 
will be supplied by the Wofford Shoals 
Light and Power Company, of Corne- 
lia, and the wires are now within four 
miles of the sanitarium. The line 
will be completed and the lights in- 
stalled in time for the opening in 
March. 

Although the sanitarium Is situated 
two miles from the rallroad station, 
it is within a few hundred yards of 
the main line of the Southern railway, 
and the executive committee has se. 
cured from the company the priviicwe 
of having one train each way daily 
stop at the sanitarium after it is open- 
ed.

North Carolina lies between 33 de- 
grees 50 minutes and 36 degrees 33 
minutes latitude, nd between 75 de- 
grees 27 minutes and 84 degrees 20 
minutes longitude. Its extreme 
from east to west is 503% miles, with 
an extreme breadth of 187% miles and 
an average breadth of about 100 miles. 
Its gross area is 52,250 square miles, 
and its land surface 48,580 square 
miles, or 31,091,200 acres. 
The state is peculiarly 
the great variety of its 
and climate. In its western portion the 
Appalachian mountains rise to their 
extreme height ina perfect riot of 
sublime beauty, where the _ traveler 
from Switzerland finds his soul lifted 
and his heart stirred with.thoughts of 
his home.

In 1662, twentv 
liam Penn’s treaty 
we find George Durant 
large tract of land, to this day called 
Durant’s Neck, from Kilcocanen, 
chief of the Yeopin Indians, and taking 
his written deed for same, the original 
record of which is still a part of the 
public records of Perquimans county. 

In this twilight of our early history 
if is within the borders of North Caro- 
lina that we first find the lamp of 
liberty trimmed and burning. In 1677, 
a century .before Lexington and Bunker 
Hill and Yorktown, the people of the 
Albemarle section of this state, led by 
George Durant, John Culpepper and 
others, successfully resisted with force 
and arms the taxation of their com- 
merce without their consent. We find 
them deposing a tyrannical. governor 
of the colony, throwing him _ into 
prison, calling together a general as- 
sembly elected by the free men of the 
colony, banishing the governor and 
for two years maintaining a free and 
independent government in defiance of 
the lords proprietors of England and 
dependent only upon the consent of the 
governed. - 

The Mecklenburg Declaration. 

Again, in May, 1775, more than a year 
before the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence at Philadelphia, we 
find, this courageous people assem- 
bling in Mecklenburg county, and de- 


years before Wil- 
with the Indians, 
purchasing a 


toi claring themselves free and independ- 


ent of Great Britain, and on April 12, 
1776, at Halifax, the first of all col- 
onies, North Carolina was instructing 
her delegates to the continental con- 
gress to vote for independence. 

When independence was secured, so 
jealous was she of the liberties of her 
people that she refused to ratify the 
federal constitution and proposed 
twenty-six amendments to that instru- 
ment, retaining for a considerable time 
her sovereignty and ihdependence as 
a free state until ten of these amend- 
ments were adopted. She then, 
on November 19, 1789, entered 
the union, being next to the lost 
of the original states to do. go, 
In 1861-65, with a voting population of 
115,000, she furnished 125,000 soldiers, 
or one-fifth of the entire Confederate 
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army, and, ‘First at 
at Gettysburg, last at 
her proud record. 

In the early settlement of the state 
the English largely predominated: but 
thefe came also a liberal share of the 
Highland and Lowland Scotch, the 
scotch-Irish, and the Germans, with a 
few of the Swiss and the Huguenots. 
These, through long generations, have 
blended into one homogeneous race, 
perpetuating the industry, the cour- 
age and the patriotism so conspieuous 
in their ancestors. And, today, of all 
the states, North Carolina has the pur- 
est and most distinctive American 
stock, only one-fourth of 1 per cent of 
its population being foreign born. They 
are a democratic people, with no taste 
for the splendors of royalty: temperate, 
industrious, frugal, rescurceful; fear- 
ing God and having a regard for their 
fellow-man. They are cursed with no 
great cities. With a population ap- 
proximating 2,260,000, 90 per ‘cent of 
them dwell in the rural districts or in 
towns of not exceeding 4,000 inhabit- 
ants. The state's chief ornament and 
most royal resource are her people 
great in war, but greater still in peace. 

Natural Resources, 
variety and extent of the nat- 
ura! resources of North Carolina are 
80 great that their mere enumeration 
fills the mind with wonder and oston- 
ishment, 

It has a variety of temperature and 
climate equal to that embraced be- 
tween the Mediterranean and the 
North sea. It not only has climates of 
Palermo, Milan and Venice, but als» of 
all France and Belgium. It hag an 
abundance of rain, well distributed 
throughout the year, the annual aver- 
age rainfall being about 54 inches.

In 1901 an estimate was made 
of the Standing timber in the mountain 
region aione and it was placed at 10 - 
650,900,000 feet, of which approxi- 
mately 42 per cent was oak, 17 per 
cent chestnut, 4 per cent hemlock, and 
the remainder miscellaneous woods. 

There are 153 varieties of trees 
which Zrow naturally in North Caro- 
lina. m3 these over 70 are trees of 
the first Size, and 14 are trees of great 
economic value.

Inland Waters. 


North Carolina furpasses all the 
other states in the extent of its inland 
waters. The rivers, lake, bays and 
sounds of the east not only provide for 
the present inland steamboat naviga- 
tion of 1,100 miles, but will also prove 
an important part of the great inland 
waterway which congress will some 
day stretch along the Atlantic sea- 
board. These waters abound in fish 
oysters and other sea food and make 
fishing one of the important industries 
in the State. The fisheries of Nortn 
Carolina exceed in size-and importance 
those of any state on -the Atiantic 
cegast, the annual catch being more 
than double that of South Carolina 
Georgia and the Atlantic coast of Flor- 
ida combined, and wil] probably exceed 
$8,000,000 in value.. The presonce of 
innumerable water fowl and fish make 
ge section a paradise for the sports- 

an. 

The aggregate length of the rivers 
of the state—not including innumersble 
small rivers and creeks—ig about 3,300 
miles, and their total fal] about 33.000 
feet, or ten feet per mile. Dr. J. Hyde 
Pratt, state geologist, in a recent pub- 
lication, says: “Of all the southern 
States, North Carolina stands first in

Education, 

The educational awakening and 
progress in North Carolina is truly 
marvelous. .While the fourteen insti- 
tutions of higher learning show a most 
gratifying inerease in equipment and 
attendance, the most striking advance 
has been made in secondary and pri- 
mary: education. . 

Prior to 1907 there were no. public 
high schools in the state, that class 
of education -having been supplied -by 
private enterprise. Today there are 
175 public high schools with an en- 
rollment of 7,000 students. 

In 1880 there were four local 
districts in the state; in 1900 
were 18: in 1905 there were 329; 
1910 there are 995. 

Between 1897 and 1908 the value of 
the public school property, excluding 
that devoted to higher education, in- 
creased from less than $900,000 to 
nearly $5,000,000. In the same period 
the average length of white rural 
school term increased 60 per cent; the 
number of white rural teachers in- 
creased from 4,819 to 7,775; the enroll- 
ment of white pupils from less than 
225,000 to nearly 350,000. 

In the last decade a system of free 
rural libraries has been inaugurated, 
and 2,400 such librariés have been 
established in the rural districts, con- 
taining 250,000 carefully selected and 
thoroughly standard volumes. 

And for every day during the 
seven years, Sundays included, a new 
school house has been bDbullt in the 
state—a total of about 2,600 for that 
. period.

Agriculture. 

Agriculture is by far the most im- 
portant industry in the state, 64 per 
cent of the population being so en- 
gaged. In 1860 the average size of the 
farms was 316 acres; in 1880 it was 
142 acres; in 1890 it was 27 acres; in 
1900 it was 101 acres, and now it is 
probably about 90 acres. In 1900 76 
per cent of the farmers owned their 
farms, and the percentage is probably 
much greater now. This means that 
the farming has grown more and more 
intensive and that the production and 
profit have correspondingly increased. 

North Cardlina furnishes,a wider 
range of crops than any state in the 
union, and only a few of the most im- 
portant can be mentioned. Cotton is 
the most important ¢rop, amounting 
to about 700,000 bales, with corn as a 
close secend at over 50,000,000 bush- 
els. Next comes the crop of tobacco, 
worth over $14,000,000. "Then follows a 
long list of other crops of varying 
importance. In the production of pea- 
nuts and sweet potatoes, North Caro- 
lina leads all of the states, The aver- 
age yield of cotton per acre is greater 
in North Carolina than any other state 
raising ag much‘ cotton. 

The greatest yield of cotton report- 
ed is a little over two and one-half 
bales per acre by W. A. Simpkins, 
Raleigh, N. C., and the largest yield of 
corn from one acre is 226 2-3 bsuhels 
by J. F. Batts, Garner, N. C. he 
Boys’ Corn Clubs of the state last 
year made an average yield of nearly 
50 bushels per acre. 

The most marvelous development and 
progress in the cultivation of the soil 
has been along the line of garden 
farming and trucking. At Chadbourn, 
N. C., and the immediate vicinity the 
raising of strawberries for the market 
has grown In the last ten years from a 
few carloads to 1,700 solid cars, which 
is now the annual shipment from that 
locality alone. The strawberry crop 
in this and the adjacent Wilmington 
section is worth probably $2,000,000 per 
annum, 

In that locality, land which could be 
bought ten years ago for from 50 cents 
to $5 per acre. now selling at 
from $50 to.$300 per acre. In the same 
period, a small section ineluded in 
Robeson and Scotland counties has 
developed the culture of watermelons 
and cantaloupes from practically noth- 
ing, to annual shipment of 2,200 solid 
carloads. 

Through the local banks of New 
Bern, N. C., alone, $1,000,000 is annually 
paid out to the growers of garden 
crops, while the amount paid out 
through the Wilmington, N. C., banks 
for these products is probably double 
this sum. The following annual cash 
returns have been actually received 
per acre In this section from the crops 
named: Lettuce, $600; strawberries, 
$200; beets, $200; cauliflower, $500: as- 
paragus, $750: egg plant, $750; cab- 
bage, $150, and so on.

commercial industry was carried on |! 
in this state on a rather smali scale, 
but in recent years the people have 
become thoroughly awakened to the 
tremendous advantages of the state in 
this line of ‘work,’ and it is moving, 
forward with wonderful rapidity, and 
success. This is the natural home of 
the apple, and many other varieties 


of fruits. In an apple orchard in the 
mountains which has never been cul- | 
tivated, is one tree measuring 11 feet 
9 inches in circumference, and a 
hundred other trees fully 3 feet in 
diameter of trunk, all in most luxu- 
riant health. Many northern varieties 
of apples in this section are hardly 
recognizable on account of their great 
size and beautly. From one pecan 
tree at Faison, N. C., there were ac- 
tually sold last year 6560. pounds of 
nuts, in addition to those used by the 


ty is now selling his apples at $2.50 
per bushel, and one in Hendersoncoun- 
ty is selling his at $3.00 per bushel. 
One orchard in Watauga county has 
35,000 apple trees, and there are 
about 750,000 trees in commercial 
Orchards at the present time. 

Grapes and peaches grow to great 
perfection. There are two peach 
orchards in Moore county with 33,000 
trees each, and they have proven a 
splendid investment. 

At the national horticultural con- 
gress, -held at Council Bluffs, Iowa, 
last November, embracing the United 
States, Canada and Mexico, North Car- 
olina won the following: Twelve gold 
first prizé medals, four silver first 
prize trophies, fourteen other ~ first 
prizes, twelve second prizes and seven 
third prizes. All were taken in coms 
petition with the whole United’ States, 
except one for pears, which was lim- 
ited to states east of the Mississippi 
river, and one for Elberta peach trees, 
and one for vegetables, which were 
limited to the gulf and eagtern states. 
The articles taking these seventy 
prizes embraced various” varieti@s of 
apples, pears, quinces and other fruits, 
peanuts, mocken nuts, pecans and other 
nuts. 


Manéfacturies. 


Close beside the farm is the factory, 
and here these twin handmalids of 
wealth dwell together in ,peace and 
mutual helpfulness, Next to agricul- 
ture, manufacturing is the state’s most 
important industry, and here she has 
made her most splendid progress. 

Although her cotton crop is about 
700,000 bales, North Carolina is now 
manufacturing more cotton than she 
raises. In the last thirty years more 
than thirty spindles have been -eput 
where one was before. In 1900 there 
were 177 mill in the state, whfle 
there are now 375, with capital-of $54,- 
000,000, and giving employment to 
62,000 wage earners. This is the third 
gtate in the union in the manufacture 
of cotton, Massachusetts being first, 
and South Carolina second. Although 


North Carolina !s the second southern 
state in the production, she is first:in 
number of mills, in the average num- 
ber of employees, and in the total 
wages paltd. We have at least two 
mills which are the largest of the kind 
in the whole country. 

In the manufacture of tobacco, this 
is the third, if not the second, state In 
the union, and in certain lines sur- 


passes all. In 1890 the annual value 
of the tobacco manufactured in the 
state was less than $6,000,000; in 1900 
it was nearly $15,000,000, and now it 
is probably $35,900,000. The city of 
Winston-Salem alone last year manu- 
factured over $18,000,000 worth, pay- 
ing for revenue stamps alone over 
$2,500,000.

the state; in 1900 thera 
were forty-four with an output of 
over $1,500,000; there are now ninety- 
eight factories with capital of nearly 
$2.500,000 and over 6,000 employees. 
High Point, N. C., is the second largest 
furnitude point in the United States, 
and North Carolina will doubtless goon 
be the second most important state in 
the union in this line of industry. 
There are 600 other miscellaneous fac- 
tories with $35,000,000 capital. 

In the manufacture of lumber, cot- 
ton seed products, fertilizers, drugs 
and many other articles the state is 
moving forward with giant strides. 


Water Power. 


No one factor promises so much for 
the growth of the manufacturing in-' 
dustry of the state as the develop- 
ment of hyrdo-electric power. The 
state’s unsurpassed water powers and 
boundless supply of raw material make 
this a rich field for investment. Sev- 
eral large companies are already en- 
gaged in this work, spending many 
millions of dollars in their plants. 

In the last ten years railroads in 
the state have increased from 3,637 to 
4.387 miles and the valuation $42,102,- 
002 to $86,347,553. In the same period 
the banks have increased from 123 to 
898 in number and from $29,588,613 to 
$109,824,868 in resources. 

The credit of the state is splendid, 
and the state, county and city bonds 
command high prices.
